Gentlemen— During  the  recess  of  the  Legislature,  I  received 
the  resignation  of  Jonathan  Knight,  Esq.  one  oi  the  senators  rep- 
resenting the  20(;b  senatorial  district^  composed  of  tlie  counties  of 
Washington  and  Cfrreenei  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  the

The  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  being  introduced,  presen- 
ted a  message  from  the  Governor,  which  was  read  as  follows,  viz: 

Fellow-Citizenss 

Again  I  have  the  gratification  to  address  the  assembled 
representatives  of  the  people,  and  to  congratulate  them  and  Ottr 
cotiiUion  constituents,  on  the  general  prosperity,  peace  and  happt« 
:ncss,  which  overspread  our  count- y^  The  general  condition  of 
oiir  own  state,  that  %\hichmoie  immediately  enga;;es  our  .attention, 
is  considerably  improved.  The  demand  for  "the  produce  of  our 
farms,  and  the  cqnsequcnt  rise  in  the  price,  is  sensibly  and  a<lvan- 
tageously  lelt  thri»ugh<;ut  tlie  commonwealth.  The  unsettled  state 
of  tlie  government  of  Mexico,  and  of  the  more  southern  republics, 
and  the  probable  spread  of  the  war  in  Europe,  hold  out  a  prospect 
timt  our  agricultural  productions  will  continue  to  command  a  higk 
price,  and  our  shipwrights  will  be  actively  engaged  in  constructing 
v«»88els,  not  only  tq  carry  our  own  commodities  to  market,  but.  to 
do  some  of  the  carrying  trade  for  the  billigerents.  To  this  pros- 
perous and  promising  state  of  things,  we  luivc  the  gratification 
iq  add,  that  our  manufacturing  establishments  greatly  increase^ 
and  are  in  successful  operation.  Another,  and  an  inexhaustible 
source  of  wealth  to  Pennsylvania,  is  steadily  displaying  itself  in 
ihh  immense  beds  of  superior  coal  which  are  furnishing  our  own 
citizens  and  those  of  other  states,  with  a  most  excellent  and 
economical  fuel.  We  cannot  survey  this  increase  of  business, 
without  congratulating  ourselves  oa  the  wisdom  and  foresight  of 
those  who  have  improved  our  highways,  and  made  large  appropriate 
tions  of  the  public  money  to  ensure  to  Pennsylvania,  by  canals, 
the  cheapest  and  most  rapid  mode  of  transporting  our  prothice,  our 
f^s^ufactureB  and  minerals,  to  wherever  they  shi^ll  b<j  most  i« 
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ffemaod.  Aware  of  the  anxioiis  interest  which  it  felt  to  know 
the  state  of  those  public  workSr  1  cannot  deny  mjself  the  saUa- 
factioDi  in  9ome  particulars,  briefly  to  touch  «pon  their  present 
condition,  so  far  as  I  have,  on  inquiry,  been  able  i»  ascertain 
it  It  win,  in  detail,  be  submitted,  in  the  report  of  the  canal  com- 
missioners. 

The  Pennsylvania  line  of  canals,  embrace  nine  divisions;  all 
of  wiuch  have  been  extensively  worked  upon.  I.  The  eastern 
division,  extending  from  the  mouth  of  Swatara  to  that  of  the  Ju- 
niata, is  £4  miles.  The  whole  of  thi^  it  is  confidently  expected, 
will  be  navigable  next  spring.  The  only  part  of  it,  not  now  com- 
pleted, is  believed  to  be  a  mite  at  the  upper  end,  ^hich  has  been 
added  to  the  line  as  originally  located.  11.  The  western  division 
extending  from  Pittsburg  to  tlie  mouth  of  the  Kiskeminetas,  SO 
miles,  and  from  the  mouth  of  the  Kiskeminetas,  50  miles,  to 
BI«irsviiIe,  is  represented  as  finished,  as  are  also,  the  aqueduct 
over  tlie  Allegheny,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Kiskeminetas,  and  the 
OQt-Iet  lock  at  Allegheny  town.  111.  The  Sutouehanna  diviaioo, 
from  the  laouth  of  the  Juniata  to  Northumberland,  is  40  miles. 
The  dam  across  tlie  Susquehanna  at  Shamokm  is  finished^  and 
the  other  work  in  such  a  state  of  forwardness,  that  U  is  ex- 
pected it  will  be  navigable  in  the  latter,  end  of  the  next  sum- 
mer, or  early  in  the  fall.  IV.  The  Juaiata  division  extends  45 
miles  from  the  month  of  the  Juniata»  to  Lewistown:  this  extent 
will  be  completed  about  the  same  time  as  the  Susquehanna  di- 
vision. A  new  section,  extending  from  Lewistown  to  Hunting- 
don, 45  miles,  baa  been  recently  contracted  for,  and  will  proba- 
bly be  completed  in  two  years.  V.  The  Conemaucti  division  of 
28  miles,  trom  Blairsvlue  to  the  portage  over  Uie  Allegheny 
mountain,  will  be  completed  abo«t  the  period  the  UuntingdoQ 
line  will  be  finished.  Vl.  The  French  creek  feeder,  from  Bemis' 
mill  to  Conneant  outlet,  nine  miles,  is  on  the  eve  of  oompie- 
tion;  from  Conneaut  outlet  to  Conneaut  summit,  will  reouire 
another  year.  VII.  The  Delaware  division,  from  Bristol  to  Eas- 
ton,  a  distance  of  about  60  miles,  is  not  expected  to  lie  navigable 
the  wlwle  route  before  the  fall  of  1830.  Vill.  The  North  Branch 
division  of  45  miles,  between  Northumberland  and  Nanticoke  falls, 
is  progressing  rabidly,  and  is  calculated  to  be  finished  earU  in 
1830.  IX.  The  VV^est  Bmnch  division  extends  23  miles,  from 
.Northumberland  to  Muncey  ripples,  is  advancing  rapidly,  and  is 
expected  to  be  finished  in  all  the  next  year.  The  general  re- 
sult appears  to  be.  tiiat  the  state  has  now  under  contract  409 
miles  ot  canal;  of  which  IIS  mties  may  be  considered  as  finished 
— 103  miles  are  more  than  two  thirds  finished,  and  the  remaining 
193  miles  are  under  contract,  and  little  more  than  begun. 

The  act  passed  April  1,  1826,  entitled,  an  act  authorising  a  loan 
by  the  Commonwealth,  for  the  construction  of  tlie  Pennsylvania 
canal,  empowers  the  commissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  Governor,  tureimbnrse  the  principal  at  such 
time  or  times,  as  they  sliall  deem  expedient  Fifty  thousand 
dollars    borrowed  from  the  Harpsburg  bank,   and  twenty-fiye 
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tiioHsand  borrowed  from  the  Easton  bank,  might  with  safety  have 
been  paid,  and  leave  a  balance  ef  SI  14,815  46 ^  in  the  state 
.tnetiwry  on  the  first  of  December,  1828.  A-s,  however,  there  ate 
no  comikissioners  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  the  Governor  did  XK>t 
consider  himself  nntliorised  to  repay  the  S7i>,(K)0  without  an  act 
4>f«the  legislature.  If  the  (General  Assembly  shall  think  pro- 
per to  aatliorise  a  loan  for  the  year  1829,  equal  in  amount  to 
the  sum  borrowed  last  year,  there  would,  probably,  be  a  balance 
in  the  state  treasury  on  the  first  of  December,  J  829,  of  8  H5, 600, 
after  having  discharged  all  the  expends  of  the  civil  govern- 
tneut,  of  the  militia^  of  pensions,  gratuities,  interests  on  loans, 
and  ether  engagements.  The  loan  of  two  millions  of  dollars,  au- 
thorised by  the  act  of  March  £4th,  18i8,  was  taken  by  the  Bank 
ot  Pennsylvania,  but  not  on  terms  so  favourable  to  the  govern  - 
ment  as  the  loan  of  18S7.  Tlie  particulars  shall  be  laid  before 
the  legislature.  The  loan  of  18^84  will  be  exhausted  in  the 
month  of  December,  whcf*  funds  will  be  required  to  meet  the  obli- 
gations entered  into,  and  contiacts  made  under  e^ttstin^  acts  of 
the  legislature.  The  rapidity  with  which  the  great  putnic  works 
progress,  requires  large  sums  of  moneys  and  call  upon  tlic 
General  Assembly  to  make  prompt  provision  fot  the  public  wants. 
This  state  of  thinos  will  necessaiily  suggest,  whetlier  prudence 
does  not  require  that  the  works  already  determined  upon  and 
.contracted  for,  should  be  finished  before  any  others  slval  I  be  com- 
menced. Pursuing  this  course^  the  commonwealth  might  expect  to 
receive  such  sums  of  tolls,  &c.  as  would  relieve  \\et  from  the  Imv- 
den  of  interest,  and  enable  her  to  complete  any  further  improve- 
mentB  she  might  think  necessary,  witliout  in  .any  Hianner  condpro- 
mittingthecredfitorretarding  the  prosperity  of  the  state. 

The  mighty  works  and  consequent  great  expenditures  under- 
taken by  the  state,  cannot  induce  me  to  forbear  again  calling  at- 
tention to  the  subject  of  public  eiducation.  To  devise  means  for 
the  establishment  of  a  fund,  and  the  adoption  of  a  plan,  by  which 
the  blessings  of  the  more  necessary  branches  of  education,  ^oulQ 
be  conferred  on  every  family  within  our  borders,  would  be  every 
way  worthy  the  legislature  of  Pennsylvania;  an  attention  to  this 
subject,  at  this  time,  would  seem  to  be  peculiarly  demanded  by 
the  increased  number  of  children  and  young  persons  who  are  em- 
ployed in  manufactories.  It  would  be  desirable  for  the  employers 
ana  parents  as  well  as  children,  that  this  matter  should  early  en- 
gage the  attention,  and  be  early  acted  upon  by  the  legislature, inas- 
much as  it  will  be  easier  in  the  infancy  of  manufactories,  to  adopt 
and  enforce  a  liberal  system,  than  it  would  be  to  establish  such 
a  system  when  thousands  more  ohihiren  shall  be  employed  than  are 
at  this  time.  The  establishment  of  such  [^inciples,  would  not  only 
have  the  happiest  eflfects  in  cultivating  the  minds,  but  invigorating 
the  physical  coustitutions  of  the  youngs  What  nobler  incentive  can 
present  itself  to  the  mind  of  a  repufiican  legislator,  than  a  hope 
that  his  labor  shall  be  rewarded  by  ensuring  to  his  country,  a  race 
4)f  human  beings,  healthy,  and  of  vigorous  constitutions,  and  of 
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minds  more  genecally  improved,  than  fall  to  the  lot  of  any  coDiid* 
Arable  portion  of  the  Ituman  farailj. 

Vt'hen  (he  very  important  report  made  by  the  Cummissiooen  ap*^ 
pointed  on  the  Penal  Code  was  laid  on  the  table  at  the  ia»t  sessiun/ 
It  was  not  found  possible  to  bcsto-v  upon  it  that  deliberate  consid- 
eration to  which  itH  £;reat  iukporlance  entitled  iU  The  DumbtTof 
copies  of  the  refK)rt  which  were  printed  and  distributed,  and  the 
deep  and  general  interest  excited,  has  secured  to  it  that  considera- 
tion which  it  is  hoped  has  prepared  you  tocnter  upon  its  examination 
Tvithall^that  dilin;cnce  and  anxiety  wnich  properly  belong  to  an  in- 
quiry which  includes  not  only  the  Penal  Code,,  but  the  mode  of 
treating  a  cla^s  of  men,  who  are,  unfortunately,  too  numerous  for  tlie 
peace  and  security  ot  society. 

It  has  not  been  usual,  in  this  Commonwealth,  to  hold  ^xira  ses- 
sions of  the  General  Assembly, nor  should  they  be  held  but  on  extra- 
ordinary and  urn;cnt  occasions.  When,  however,  the  great  mass 
of  current  business  which,  of  nccessiiv,  is  atiually  broujjiit  before,  ' 
and  acted  uptm  by  the  legislature  of  tliis  great  stnte  and  the  time 
thus  consumed,  it  may  merit  the  attention  of  this  General  ^sscm- 
Wy  to  conisider  how  tar  tluty  would  require  that  a  special  session 
should  be  held  for  the  sole  and  expressed  purpose  of  legislating 
upon  the  voluminous  and  important  report  which  now  lies  on  your 
desks  unacted  upon  Under  circumstances  not  very  dissiiniiar, 
tlie  Legislature  of  New  York  have  held  two  extra  sessions  in  the 
iast  two  years,  and,  1  doubt  not,  with  much  benelit  to  tlicir  constitu- 
ents. Of  such  measure  you,  gentleMien,  are  tbe  best  as  you  are 
the  constitutional  judges;  I  have  however,  thou^i^ht  that  on  a  subject 
of  such  magniiude,  and  bearing  so  heavily  an^l  extensively  on  the 
happiness  and  safetyof  all,  ana  on  the  tieaiment,  and,  if  possible, 
reformation  of  those  who  may  subject  themselves  to  the  puios  and 
penalties  of  the  laws,  t). at  it  would  be  strictly  within  my  constitu- 
tional limit  to  make  the  sugge<«tion  I  have  made,  and  leave  it  to 
be  acted  upon,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  as  your  judgment  shall 
determine. 

I  have  deemed  it  proper  to  inform  the  Legislature  tliat  suits  have 
been  instituted  in  tnc  District  Court  of  the  United  States,  by 
the  heirs  of  the  late  John  Nicholson,  to  recover  some  of  the  lands, 
which  were  sold  by  the  Commonweal  t|i  >is  the  property  of  said 
Nicholson,  to  satisfy  the  debts  due  br  hi  in  to  this  Ntate,  which  had 
become  a  lien  on  all  his  lands^.  within  this  Commonwealth.  The 
legis  lature  will  ju»fge  how  far  the  '^tate  is  in  teres  ted,  in  resisting 
thon"  claims,  mad  by  the  heirs,  and  what  steps  are  necessary  to  be 
taken  to  defend  the  rights  and  interests  of  tlie  Commonwealih. 

intheoi^anization  of  our  Government  of  thi*  Union  and  of  the 
States,  the  simple  and  efficient  principle  which  secures  our  welfare 
and  repose,  is,  that  the  will  of  the  majority  ahall  rule,  and 
whenever  that  will  is  constitutiimally  expressed,  whether  it  be 
liy  Election  or  by  L^lslation,  it  is  the  plain  duty,  as  it  must  al- 
ways be  the  pleasure  to  every  public  functionary,  chceifully  to 
'roncur.  To  mm  the  laws  are  the  laws  of  the  people;  and  to  him 
the  magistrate  is  the  magistrate  ol  the  people,  by  them  rightful- 
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\y  inyested  with  authority  for  their  benefit,  and  entruftted  with 
to  rottch  power  as  the  constitution  confers  upon  the  office.  At 
seasons  of  elections,  sspecially  for  the  higher  stationSf  there  will 
often  5e  great  excitement;  proportioned  to  the  interest  produced 
by  the  occasion,  and  indicative  of  the  solicitude  naturally  felt  ta 
the  delegation  of  important  public  trusts.  It  is  the  right  of  the 
citizen  freely  and  actively  to  take  his  part,  according  to  the  die* 
tates  of  his  judgment.  The  election  over,  and  its  result  Snown, 
he  who  has  the  majority  is  entitled  to  be  honoured  and  respected 
as  the  people's  choice,  and  to  be  supported  in  hh  efforts  faith* 
fully  to  fulfill  and  discharge  his  duties. 

Such  a  season  has  just  passed,  and  furnished  a  new  evidence 
of  the  stability  and  excellence  of  our  form  of  government.  It  in 
its  progress,  there  has  been  more  than  usual  warmth,  it  is  now 
at  an  end.  The  question  which  caused  it  is  decided.  Every  good 
titizen  will  acquiesce  in  the  decision,  and  every  public  function* 
ary,  governed  by  the  same  motive  which  influenced  him  to  ab* 
stain  from  embarking  his  official  character  in  the  contost,  while  it  i» 
going  on,  will  find  himself  placed  in  no  new  position,  but  maintaining 
the  relation  to  the  high  officer  elected,  which  the  constitution 
creates,  and  ready,  within  his  allotted  sphere,  cordially  to  co-ope- 
rate  with  him  for  the  common  good.  To  the  eminent  citizen  who 
has  been  placed  by  the  voice  of  his  fellow-citizens  in  the  highest 
post,  it  would  be  our  pleasure,  if  permitted,  to  express  our  ac- 
KDOwledgments  for  the  many  and  great  services  he  has  rendered 
to  our  country,  and  our  fullest  confidence  in  his  exalted  patriotisio*. 
Of  the  President  whom  they  have  elected  we  can  truly  saj,  that 
we  hope  and  trust  that  his  administration  will  redound  to  the 
public  honour  and  welfare,  and  will  be  glad  to  be  able  to  con-* 
tribute  to  such  a  result. 

It  will  give  me  pleasure,  at  all  times  to  co-operate  with  you  in 
doing  whatever  may  contribute  to  sustain  the  rights,  and  promote  ' 
the  happiness  of  our  fellow-citizens^  and  advance  the  honour  and 
prosperity  of  our  common  country.

Til  repeal  tliis  Slot  at  the  preseiit  moment,  before  it  shall  hare 
gone  into  operation,  the  avowed  desideratum  of  the  movers  of

In  their  enactment  of  tliis  law,  the  legislature  were  not  unmind- 
ful that  the  Mibsiitution  of  a  whole.'oine  fur  a  spurious  currency, 
like  all.  other  radical  changes  in  human  institutions,  must  inevita- 
bly be  accompanied  with  partial  inconvenience,  hence  the  ope- 
ration of  tilt!  law  was  p  stponed.  and  aniple  time  afU»rde<l  to  pre- 
pare for  tliis  event.

If  indeed  the  posi- 
tion assumed  bv  somi  mcmorialisfs,  that  the  inhibition  of  these 
small  notes.,  will  deprive  them  alto^^ether  of  a  circulating  mediurn 
was  correct;  in  t'nat  case  the  law  certainly  would  be  to  them  a 
grievance.-*— Hut  to  th  s  position  your  committee  cannot  for  ODi; 
moment  aasc:iU  The  fears  of  the  acmoHalists  on  this  liead  are  tn* 
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tirelj  groundless.  The  scarcity  of  metalic  currency  among  them, 
has  been  occasioned  by  the  introduction  of  these  notes — they  have 
either  taken  ihe  place  of  the  coin  wliich  was  at  one  time  employed 
in  circulating  the  annual  produce  of  the  land  and  labour  of  that 
portion  of  country^  or  hating  been  originally  introduced  there, 
nave  since  been  used  to  the  entire  exclusion  of  a  metalic  currency! 
Let  them  bat  drive  small  paper  out  of  circulation,  and  specie  and 
botes  of  a  larger  denopii  nation,  of  each  in  proportion  to  the  wants 
and  conveniences  of  the  community,  will  inevitably  take  place—- 
,The  local  situation  of  som«  portions  of  the  state,  will  not  form  an 
exception  to  this  theory-  If  the  paper  in  the  small  channels  of  cir- 
culation cannot  be  exchanged  for  specie  on  demand,  it  is  most  cer- 
tainly not  the  value  it  purports  to  be,  and  these  industrious  citi- 
zens of  the  state  are  exchanging  the  produce  of  their  land  and  la- 
bour for  a  fictitious  instead  of  real  value.  It  is  admitted  by  the 
memorialists  that  if  the  law  wa>  general,  embracing;  the  nei«i,hbour- 
ing  states  of  New  York,  Ohio,  &ic.  specie  wouUl  be  forced  into  cir- 
culation. To  this  sugiicslion  your  commiliee  v/ould  remark,  that 
in  order  that  such  a  law  should  become  j^eneral,  a  commencement 
must  be  made  somewhere.  Maryland  has  made  this  commence- 
ment; Pennsylvania  next  came  into  the  measure,  and  it  is  confi- 
dently believed  tjjat  the  stafes  bordering  on  her,  will  foljpw  the 
example  of  their  sister  states  in  the  adoption  of  a  similar  policy — if 
not  immediately,  most  certainly  at  no  lemute  period,  wlion  its  ben- 
eficial and  salutary  effects  shall  have  been  developed  by  actual  ex- 
perience.

By  a  reference  to  that  memo/ial, 
it  would  appear  that  the  main  reason  on  which  they  urge  their  claim 
on  the  favorable^consideration  of  the  legislature,  is  founded  on  the 
principle  of  public  policy,  **  which  considers  the  improvement  and 
prosperity  of  .my  one  part  of  the  commonwealth  as  dift'using  it- 
self  and  contributing  to  the  welfare  of  every  other  part;  and  they 
respectfully  hope,  that  tlie  same  policy  may  be  extended  to  them, 
in  encouraging  and  enabling  them  to  use  any  advantages  wliich 
their  local  situation  may  iRvitc."  While  your  committee  are  not 
disposed  to  deny,  that  the  local  situation  of  York  would  .derive 
very  great  advantages  from  any  system  of  improvement  which 
would  direct  the  immense,  trade  destined  to  be  transported  on  the 
Pennsylvania  canal  through  its  territory,  they  are  yet  to  be  con 
vinccd  how  this  gi'eat  advantage  to  be  enjoyed  by  the  citizens  of 
York  would  difiuse  itself  and  contribute  to* the  welfare  of  every 
other  part  of  the  state.  The  inhabitants  of  York  would,  no  doubt, 
r^p  a  partial  profit  from  the  transit  uf  produce  and  merchandise 
through  it;  but  in  what  way  this  transit  w^ould  benefit  every  other 
part  of  the  state,  the  petitioners  bate  not  thought  proper  to  ex- 
plain*  and  your  committee  arc  at  a  loss  to  divine.  At  the  last  ses* 
sion,  the  citizens  of  York  petitioned  the  legislature  to  incorporate 
a  company  ti}  make  a  rail  ruad  from  the  head  of  Conewago  canal 
to  the  Maryland  linc^-a  company  which  was  to  be  under  the  pro* 
tection  and  cognizance  of  the  laws  of  this  state.  The  petitioners 
now  allege  that  they  have  abandoned  this  project;  and  now  ask  of 
the  legislature  to  gi^'e  the  assent  of  the  commonwealth  to  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act  of  the  geneial  assembljf  of  Maryland,  and  to  eon-! 
fer  on  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  road  coQipany  the  privi- 
leges and  immunities  nf  a  corporation  in  this  state, ^witti  authority 
to  enter  the  territory  of  Pennsylvania  to  construct  a  rail  road  irom 
the  head  of  Conewago  canal  to  the  city  ot  Baltimore. 

Such  being  the  character  of  the  application  of  the  inhabitants  of 
York,  the  attention  of  your  committee  has  been  necessarily  directed 
to'an  inouiry  into  the  views  and  objects  of  thii  Maryland  com- 
|»any«     In  Uus  inquiry,  your  committee  are  fortunately  net  left  te 
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conjecture*  lliese  views  and  objects  are  distinctir  s^t  forth  in  a 
report  made  at  a  meeting  cfmsistiug  uf  delegates  from  the  Baltimore 
and  York  turnpike,  the  Conewago  canal  Xumpike  and  the  York 
Haven  company,  held  in  the  city  of  Kaltimore,  on  the  Sd  day  of 
August,  l^tT*  The  committee  consider  the  report  wortiiy  of 
great  commendation,  for  the  candor  with  which  the  views  of  the 
company  are  officially  exhibited,  and  the  b(»i(lness  wiih  wliich  their 
objects  are  openly  avowed.  It  appears  from  this  report  and  pro- 
ceeding, tliat  the  cause  which  gave  rise  to  the  assemblaee  of  these 
various  companies,  arose  from  a  serious  apprehension  of  the  inju- 
rious effects  on  the  trade  of  Baltimore  of  tne  measures  then  lately 
adopted  by  the  legislature  of  this  state,  on  the  subject  of  internal 
improvements!  and  the  objept  of  this  assemblage  appears  to  be^ 
to  adopt  means  to  counteract  those  measures  so  far  as  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  was  to  derive  a  benefit  from  their  accomplishment 
The  following  extracts  from  tlieir  repoit  will  fully  justify  these 
inferences. 

Exiraek  from  the  rtjwi  and  proceedings  m  relation  to  a  rait  road  from  BaUi*

''The  pttbltc  mind  has  at  leni^th  become  directed  to  the  improvemontofocr 
iateriial  resources  t  and  it  is  maiter  of  great  j^ratificttion  to  find  the  sentiment 
pervading  the  whole  community,  that  the  conomercial  existence  of  the  eity, 
rests  upon  opening  an  intercourse  with  the  vast  rejpions  west  of  the  Alle* 
ghenji,  and  the  extensive  tracti  of  counivy  incluJed  within  the  slates  of  New- 
Tork,  PennsyU'snia  and  Virf^inia  '* 

^  To  facilitate  ttie  ii»taral  means,  or  to  create  an  artificial  means  of  ea«y 
communication  with  this  immense  region,  seems  now  to  occupy  the  undi* 
Vided  public  opinion.  The  liberal  snd  eniiglitened-^the  bold  and  manly  en- 
terprise which  belonjrsto  our  city,  is  aH  directed  to  the  completion  of  this 
magnificent  undeitaki»p»  and  we  may  look  forward  with  a  well  founded  con« 
fidence  to  the  peiind,  when  we  sh^U  realize  all  its  promised  reward." 
Hv  •*  That  the  period  for  sys'ematic  and  povrcrful  exertion  on  the  psrt  of 
Baltimore  has  at  length  arrived,  is  no  longer  doubted.  I  he  grrat  plans  which 
are  gong  on  and  in  a  great  messure  matured  in  New  York,  and  those  ^hlch 
ate  projected  and  wiUhe  completed  in  Fenns}  Ivanii,  show  a  (determination 
on  the  part  of  our  ri  ;al  cities,  to  push  as  fur  as  unlimited  capital,  seconded 
by  hberal  views  and  great  erterpiine.  a  competiti  m  which  can  only  be* 
come  dangerous,  if  «e  pern>it  tueir  achcoies  to  be  ma*ure<^,and  the  cur* 
rent  of  trade  to  uke  a  settl<>d  diti£^:tion  in  the  cbannefs  provided  for  it  b^ 
our  rivals.  For  commerce,  like  i^ater,  will  ^eek  its  level,  depending  on  na« 
tursl  or  artificial  causes,  ard  if  we  once  permit  It  to  be  diver.ed  from  its 
nitural  channel  it  vill  be  fmird  most  difficult  to  bring  it  bifck.  If,  on  tho 
other,  we  enter  early  iHto  the  field  of  competition,  antl  improve  our  natural 
advantsges,  we  make  (he  eflurts.of  our  rivals  tri^^utary  to  our  views*  and 
they  cannot  make  a  fool  of  cuna!  or  rail  way,  erect  a  biid^e,  or  pave  a  turn* 
p»ke  road,  which  does  not  necessanly  lead  the  trade  or  c(  mmerce  embark« 
ed  upon  it  directly  »o  our  daor.  We  l.ave  nithing  in  ♦net  to  do  but  to  fake 
lip  the  work  whef«  they  >e;bve  it,  tmd  to  finih  at  a  tiifiii  g  expense  a  great 
line  of  interral  communication,  ub'ch  the  ezeribnk  of  oc;r  spirited  and  en* 
terprising  neighbours  have  conducted  with  n  our  reach." 

••  Raltlmorc  must  and  will  be  the  great  central  city  of  the  Union-— no  ri- 
valry can  impede  her  progress«^Ro competitim  disappoint  hordes  ined  el* 
ovation,  if  her  citizens  are  but  true  to  themselves  and  unite  with  their  char* 
acteti^^ie  enterprise,  to  Improve  advaatnges  and  cultivato  tlie  rcsourcee 
whiob  Providence  has  placed  at  their  dtsposaL" 
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With  such  objects,  thus  openly  avowed  by  the  companies,  it  is 
asked  of  the  legislature  of  this  state  to  give  its  assent  to  the  act  of 
the  general  assembly  of  Maryland,  incorporating  the  Ikltimoreand 
Susquehanna  rail  road  company^  by  which  they  are  to  be  accom- 
plished., The  attention  ofyoor  committee  h^s  been  therefore 
necessarily  directed  to  an  inquiry  into  the  claims  of  tliis  company 
for  the  passage  of  the  act  prayed  for  in  the  petitions^  and  the  con- 
sequences of  granting  it,  as  they  may  hereafier  afiect  the  policy 
and  interest  oi  this  state. 

It  IS  true  that  the  several' states  of  the  Union  are  bound  by  po^ 
litical  ties y  and  arc  said  to  bear  to  each  other  the  relationship  ot  sis- 
terhood, in  the  intercourse  of  the  states,  these  ties  and  this  rela* 
tionship  necessarily  oall  for  the  exercise  of  mutual  acts  of  comity 
and  kindness.  Rutin  no  case,  tior  under  any  circumstances,  can 
tliey  claim  a  sacrifice  of  the  interests  of  the  one  to  the  other.  Kach 
state  has  parted  with  a  portion  of  its  sovereign  power  to  the  federal 
ODvemment  for  the  {general  good;  the  balance  of  power  remaining 
in  each  is  to  be  exercised  for  the  improveinent  of  it^  own  domestic 
condition,  and  the  advancement  of  its  own  interests. 

Should  the  state  of  South  Carolina  make  a  complaint  to  this  atatet 
that  die  late  tariff  acts  of  congress  operated  adversely  on  the  plant*- 
ing  interests  of  its  citizens,  and  ask  of  this  legislature  to  aid 
it  in  an  application  to  congress  to  repeal  the  tariflf  acts,  the  legislair 
ture  would  consider  the  question  involved  in  the  application  as  it 
would  operate  on  the  agricultural  interest  of  Pennysl vania,  and  act 
accordingly.  And  yoor  committee,  in  their  enquiries  into  the  con- 
sequences'^of  gating  the  act  prayed  for,  will  confine  themselves 
to  the  question  of  state  interests. 

It  appears  then  that  the  citizens  of  Maryland  have  projected  th^ 
most  extensive  schemes  of  internal  improvement,  directed  to  draw 
the  trade  of  other  states  to  its  commercial  city.  It  is  represented  ta 
the  report  that  a  sentiment  in  favor  of  this  system,  pervades  the 
whole  community,  and  occupies  the  undivided  public  opinion;  and  it 
is  well  known  that  the  mostprominent  of  these  schemes  has  received 
lai]gely  of  theboanty  of  the  legislature  of  Maryland.  It  may  beasked 
then»t»  what  object  these  mi^tyeSbrts  are  directed?  Purely  it  will 
not  be  pretended  that  they  are  directed  to  the  mere  object  ot  coni> 
tributing  to  the  exclusive  ageiiindizement  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
or  to  the  mere,  purpose  of  adding  to  the  individual  wealth  ol  its  in* 
habitants.  Such  efforts  thus  zealously  adopted,  4ind  eagerly  pursu* 
edj  can  proceed  from  no  other^  than  a  settled  convietion,  tnat  geo- 
eral  benefits  will  result  to  the  state  from  the  accomjAishment  oF 
those  schemes — that  a  rich  and  growing  commerce,  attracted  to  thst 
city,  will  diffuse  its  genial  warmth  over  the  whole  state,  add  to  its 
wealth,  its  productive  industry,  its  power  and  population;  and  in 
return  for  its  encouragement^  yield  a  rich  revenue  to  the  common» 
wealth  of  Maryland*  Such  have  been  the  effects  of  the  great  in^r 
provements  accomplished  by  the  state  of  New- York*  Sucn  are  thi» 
auspicious  results  anticipated  from  the  extended  system  of  inters* 
nal  improvement  adopted  in  tliis  state,  and  such  would  «j>pe|ir  to 
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iic  tht  ob^set  to  wkttV  tKc  •fibrU  oftlic  nercrai  ft&tes  tre  now  di- 
rected, to  draw  the  trade  (if  the  Union. to  their  reapectira  commer- 
•  eial  emporiums. 

The  advantages  of  a  commercial  city  (•  the  state  in  which  it  is 
located,  are  no  where  so  strikingly  4 iluatrated  as  in  the  state  of 
Pennsjiviinia.  During  a  short  period  prior  to  the  commencement 
of  the  great  system  of  mtetnal  improvement^  this  state  had  expen- 
ded a  sum  little  short  of  five  millions  ot  dolhtrs  on  roads,  brid^ 
and  canals,  and  made  large  appropriations  to  other  objects  claiming 
legislative  patronage.  And  this  vast  amount  ot  expenditure  has 
been  encountered  without  a  resort  to  direct  taxation.  A  reference 
to  the  various  reports  of  the  finances  of  the  commonwealth  daring 
that  period  will  show  how  large  a  proportion  ot  this  expendi* 
ture  nas  been  contriboted  by  the  revenue  derived  from  the  com* 
merce  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia.  In  the  opinion  oCtbe  commit- 
tee, the  advantages  of  this  commerce  to  the  interests  of  the  state, 
are  most  satisfactorily  demonstrated  in  the  report  which  exhibit* 
the  state  of  the  finances  of  the  commonwealth  toe  the  last  year« 

From  the  report  of  the  finances  of  the  state,  made  by  the  Audit- 
or General  at  the  present  session  of  the  legislature,  it  appears  that 
the  wRole  amount  of  the  revenue  of  the  commonwealth  tor  the  past 
year  is  %547yS70  94;  and  by  a  reference  to  the  various  items  of  which 
this  revenue  is  mafle  up,  it  appears  that  the  city  and  county  of  Phila- 
contributed  S340,r83  94;  and  that  a  single  oraoch  of  the  revenue 
derived  from  auction  commissions  and  dutics^constituted  nearly  one 
third  of  the  whole  revenues  of  the  commonwealth.  It  is  important 
to  bear  in  mind,  that  the  productiveness  of  this  ifuitful  branch  nf 
the  revenue  will  ever  be  in  the  ratio  of  the  increased  facilities  afford- 
ed to  transportation  and  an  extended  intercourse.  This  state- 
ment of  the  relative  contributions  to  the  revenue  of  the  state  U 
{(resented,  as  exhibiting  in  the  omnion  of  your  committee,  the  most 
iatisfactory  demonstration  of  tne  advantages  ot  the  commerce  of 
the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia  to  the  interests  of  the  statei 
and  the  most  conclusive  proofs  of  the  soundness  of  that  policy 
which  cherishes  that  commerce  by  opening  and  directing  the  avett"^ 
nea  of  trade  to  the  commercial  metropolis  of  the  state.  In  the" 
great  plan  of  iiiternal  improvement,  so*happily  devised  to  elevate 
Uie  political  power  of  the  state,  and  unfold  its  physical  capacitiee, 
it  cannot  be  forgotten  that  nn  estimation  of  the  advantages  which  the 
state  would  derive  from  the  great  impulse  which  the  system  wouM 
give  to  the  trade  and  commerce  of  the  port  of  Philadelphia^  fonhedl 
one  of  the  inducements  to  its  undertakmg.  This  plan  ot  improve* 
ment  as  originativ  commenced ,  and  subsequently  extended,  was 
laid  on  the  broad  foundation  of  conferring  its  benefits  on  all  the 
great  leading  interests  of  the  etate,  including  its  great  manufac* 
tnringeity  in  the  weftt«  so  happily  situated  as  to  command  the  im- 
mense trade  of  the  regions  watered  by  the  Ohio  and  its  tributaries, 
and  embracing  within  its  scope  its  prosperons  commercial  city,  des-* 
tined  to  be  the  mat  mart  of  its  varied  and  multiplied  praductiotis* 
To  meet  the  urge  expenditure  which  the  execution  ot  the  great 
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work  would  uecestatilf  require,  «nd  to  pej  the  interests  oti  lotM^ 
before  the  vanous  sections  of  the  canal  could  be  brought  into  auc* 
cessftti  operation,  it  cannot  be  forgotten  how  targe  a  caiculatioa 
was  made  of  the  important  aid  whicTi  t!)e  citj  would  gi«e,  and  the 
revenue  its  commerce  would  yield.  Nor  have  the  calculations  of 
the  friends  qf  ihe  sjstem  in  these  respects  proved  erroneous.  A 
reference  to  the  amount  of  the  revenue  derived  fhom  the  city  and 
county  of  Philadelphia  in  1SS5»  when  the  system  of  iotemal  im* 
provement  was  adopted  by  the  legislature,  and  the  revenue  for  the 
<  last  year,  will  shew  an  increase  of  the  revenue  from  the  city  and 
county  of  880,783  94;  an  increase  which  affords  an  earnest  of 
what  the  advantages  tlve  commerce  of  the  city  will  l>e  to  the  state, 
when  the  great  works  now  in  progress  shall  be  brought  into  active 
operation. 

Under  these  circumstaiices,  and  with  every  demonstration  in  fa- 
vor of  that  enlightened  policy  which  has  enlisted  the  state  in  its  sya« 
tern  of  internal  improvementi  a  rival  city  of  a  sister  state,  jealous 
of  its  effects  in  augmenting  the  trade,  and  increasing  the  com- 
merce  of  the  port  of  PhiladelphiA4  and  with  a  view«  and  for  the 
avowed  oli^ect,  of  counteracting  the  system  so  far  ae  the  city  of 
Philadelphia  is  to  derive  a  benefit  from  it)  now  ask^  of  tbia  legis- 
lature to  eive  its  assent  to  an  act  which  is  to  be  the  very  instru- 
ment  emjiuoyed  in  accomplishing  those  objects  and  views.  Your 
committee  do- not  deem  it  necessary  to  multiply  arguments  against 
the  impolicy \jof  yielding  to  the  application  to  give  the  assent  of  the 
state  to  the  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  the  state  of  Maty  land  ^ 
and  relying  on  the  intelligence  of  the  Senate  to  perceive  the  true  in* 
terests  of  the  state,  and  its  firmness  of  character  to  support  those 
interests,  your  committee  will  not  indulge  in  speculations  on  the 
disastrous  consei]oences  to  the  interests  of  me  commonwealtht 
which  in  their  opinion  would  flow  from  tlie  passage  of  the  act  pray* 
ed  for  by  the  citizens  of  York. 

The  able  expose  of  the  views  and  objects  of  the  Baltimore  and 
9asc|ttehanna  rail  road  company,  abound  in  facts  and  materials  in 
justification  of  the  refusal  of  the  state  to  give  the  required  assent. 
When  this  expose  was  made,  the  legislature  of  this  state  had  not 
ftiade  provision  for  the  extension  of  the  Pennsylvania  canid  beyond 
Middletown;  and  taking  it  for  granted  that  Middletown  was  the 
place  of  the  termination  of  the  state  improvements,  the  report  is 
fed  to  indulge  in  the  remarks: 

'■  We  have  nothing  in  fact  to  do  but  to  uke  up  the  work  where  they  leave 
ft«  and  to  itiiiab  at  a  tnfling  expense  a  great  fine  of  iqtenial  eomtnuoicatioi^ 
whioh  the  exertions  of  our  f  pirited  and  enterprisieg  nelgUboora  have  con* 
docted  within  our  reach/' 

'*  Upon  referenoe  to  the  view  of  the  country  and  the  troprovemenu  now 
going  on  in  Peootylvania,  it  will  be  observed  that  our  rail  road  cootem« 
plates  interseoting  the  Susquehanna  at  the  point  where  the  immense  line  of 
canals  now  in  progress  in  that  state  tetmitiates." 

Since  this  report  was  made,  in  conformity  to  the  oridnal  plan, 
the  lo^islature  has  made  provsion  for  the  canal  from  Middletown 
to  Columbia,  and  for  a  rail  road  from  thence  to  the  city  of  f'hiladel-

phia-^important  liuks  In  the  great  chain  of  internal  improvement! 
and  these  lines  are  now  in  the  way  of  construction.  The  etecution 
i)f  these  extended  works  are  to  involve  a  large  amount  of  expendi- 
ture by  t «";  state,  and  have  been  undertaken  with  a  view  to  trans* 
port  the  immense  trade  destined  to  be  carried  on  the  Pennsylvania 
canals  to  the  commercial  metropolis  of  the  state.  With  a  view  to 
show  the  amount  of  revenue  to  be  derived  from  the  capital  invested 
bj  the  Baltimore  and  s^usquehanna  rail  road  company,  in  construct- 
ing the  road  from  Middletown,  selected  as  the  point  of  intersec- 
tiouy  to  Baltimore,  the  report  furnishes  data  on  which  a  calculation 
may  be  made  of  the  revenues  that  the  Pennsylvania  canal  from 
Middletown  to  Columbia,  and  the  rail  road  from  thence  to  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  will  yield  to  this  state,  and  which  it  is  asked  of 
the  state  to  give  to  the  citizens  of  Baltimore. 

Extract  from  the  Hepcrt^ 

••  As  we  before  observed,  it  would  be  difficult  to  form  any  tiling-  like  an 
efttimate  of  the  quantity  and  value  of  the  produce  whicii  wil.  descend  the 
valley  of  the  Su8quehiinn»  in  a  few  years,  but  some  opinion  of  the  kind 
•iMd  amount  of  these  commoditiea  may  be  formed  by  reference  to  the  foU 
lowing  account  of  thearkt,  rafts  and  boats,  which  desconded  tlie  river  last 
Mpringf  under  all  the  inconvenience  and  at  all  the  hazards  incident  to  that 
perilous  navifi^ationk 

**Froro  an  accurate  account  kept  by  a  respectable  citizen  of  Flarri^burg-, 
it  appears  that  between  the  twenty-«ighth  of  February,  and  the  twenty- 
third  of  June,  I82r.  there  passed  that  place, 

*•  Rafts  1631,  arks  1370.  It  iii  supposed  that  the  rafts  contained  on  an  av« 
ierage  25,000  feet  of  lumber,  which  would  amount  to  40,775,000  feet. 

**Two  hundred  of. the  arks  were  laden  with  anthracite  coal,  areraging 
55  tons  each,  making  1 1,000  tons. 

**  The  remaining  1170  arks  were  ladened  principally  with  flour  and  whis- 
key for  the  Baltimore  market,  and  carried  on  an  average  400  barrels  euch.

**  From  information  derived  from  persons  residing  on  the  margin  of  the 
Susquehanna  for  many  years*  and  perfectly  conversant  with  the  nature  and 
extent  of  its  trade,  it  is  ascertained  that  if  a  rail -road  was  constructed  from 
York  Haven  to  tialtimore,  not  exceeding  eighty  miles,  and  it  could  be  tra*' 
veiled  at  the  rate  of  three  cents  a  ton  per  mile,  it  would  absorb  the  whole 
trade  which  now  descends  the  river,  as  the  transportation  upon  the  rail- 
way would  be  at  least  one-third  cheaper  than  by  way  of  the  hver,  and  in 
Ibay  erafts  after  it  reaches  the  tide.

*<  If  the  data  upon  which  these  calculations  are  founded  be  correct,  the 
«:onclu8ion  cannot  be  avoided.  That  even  upon  the  small  quantity  of  pro- 
tluce  which  descended  last  springy,  the  above  amount  of  tolls  would  be  receiy* 
ed.  The  prodCtce  which  descended  last  autumn,  would  also  contribute  to 
vwcll  the  amount. 

-  **  This  table  is  merely  given  as  a  practical  example^  and  illustrative  of  tho 
probable  revenue  from  the  ratl-To^d,  even  in  the  present  condition  of  the 
trade ;  a  d  when  tha  intercourse  shall  have  increased  to  the  extent  which  it 
must  inevitably  swell,  the  calculation  which  shall  include  both  the  ascending 
Bnd  descending  trade,  will  indeed  assume  the  appearance  of  extravagance." 

These  stateroeDts  furnished  by  the  report,  present  the  most  flat* 
.  teriDff  prospects  of.  the  revenue  the  state  will  derive  from  the  Co* 
lumbiaand  Philadelphia  rail  road,  and  add  fresh  inducements  ^o  ac- 
celerate its  constrpction.  Sureij  it  cannot  be  seriously  asked  of 
this  state,  encountering  so  large  an  expenditure  to  construct  the 
work,  to  part  with  so  large  an  amount  or  revenue;  for  most  certain- 
ly it  is  openly  avowed  m  the  report,  that  the  Baltimore  and  Sus- 
quehanna rail  road,  if  constructed,  would  inevitably  enjov  the 
trade  intended  to  be  conducted  on  the  rail  road  to  Philadelphia. 

Nor  is  this  all  that  is  asked  of  the  state  to  give  away.  It  has  long 
been  a  subject  of  complaint  by  the  city  of  Baltimore,  that  the  citi- 
zens of  this  state,  who  carry  tneir  produce  to  its  market*  invest  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  of  that  produce  in  purchasing  merchandize 
in  Philadelphia-Attracted  there,  no  doubt,  by  a  better  market. 
This  trade  is  a  rich  prize  coveted  by  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and 
which  it  is  one  object  of  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  road 
to  secure  to  that  city. 

Far  be  it  from  the  committee  to  censure  or  condemn  the  vigorous 
efforts  and  enterprise  of  the. state  of  Maryland  to  secure  to  the  city 
of  Baltimore  the  great  and  increasing  trade  of  the  Union.  In  their 
opinion,  they  are  me  offspring  of  an  enlightened  and  commendable 
policy*  Is  it  not  then  equally  a  wise  and  commendable  policy  m 
the  state  of  Pennsylvania  to  direct  the  trade  of  its  own  state  to  its 
own  commercial  city,  with. the  happy  locality  of  being  enabled  to 

five  it  that  direction  within  its  own  territory?  It  is  a  part  of  the 
Pennsylvania  system  of  internal  improvement,  and  your  commit- 
tee are  not  aware  of  the  occurrence  of  any  untoward  circumstance 
to  produce  a  change  of  that  system. 

The  citizens  of  York,  who  are  so  desirous  of  availing  themselves 
of  the  advantages  which  they  propose  to  reap,  by  having  the  whole 
trade  destined  to  be  transported  on  the  Pennsylvania  canals  to  pasa' 
through  its  territory,  can  oflcr  no  equivalent  for  the  losses  every 
other  part  of  the  state  would  sailer  from  giving  its  trade  such  a  di- 
rection; and.  tiiry  cannot,  therefore,  with  any  justice,  complain  of 
tbc  refu^uTof  the  state  to  grant  the  prayer  ei  their  petitioners. 
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Nor  can  the  cUiiens  of  Baittmore  have  any  jtiat  cause  of  com- 
plaiiit  at  the  refusal  of  this  state  to  make  so  gr^  ^  saci  ifice  of  its 
interests  to  contribute  to  the  advancement  oftheir  prosperitj.  An  , 
occasion  is  fiesh  in  the  recollection  of  the  members  of  this  bodj^ 
when,  on  a  favour  being  asked  of  the  legislature  of  this  state  bj  the 
citizens  of  Baltimore,  as  a  condition  of  granting  it,  a  favour  was 
askeil  of  them  in  return,  and  peremptorily  refused.  When  the 
Ohio  and  Baltimore  rail  road  company  presented  their  magnificent 
scheme  of  improvement  to  this  body,  and  asked  of  the  legislature 
of  this  state  permission  to  pass  through  the  territory  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, with  a  vi^w  to  construct  a  rail  road  to  the  Ohio  to  intercept 
the  trade  of  that  immense  region  and  conduct  it  to  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore, it  will  be  recollected  that  in  this  body  a  condition  was  propo- 
sed to  the  grant  of  this  privilege,  viz.  that  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
rail  road  company  should  secure  to  this  state  the  right  of  intersecting 
their  rail  road  at  any  |M)int  in  the  state  ot  Maryland.  When  this  con- 
dition had  received  the  sanction  of  this  body  the  commissioners  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Ohio  rail  road  who  had  attended  here  to  urge  their 
claims,  indignantly  refused  to  accept  au  act  of  the  legislature  of  die 
state,  with  a  condition  which  they  alleged  would  be  utterly  destruc- 
tive of  their  whole  project.  The  arguments  they  presented  in  jus- 
tification of  their  refusal  to  accept  an  act  with  such  a  condition, 
were — that  their  project  was  intended  exclusively  for  the  benefit  of 
the  city  of  Baittmore;  that  the  immense  expenditure  which  the 
execution  of  so  stupendous  a  work  would  involve  was  t6  be  defray- 
ed by  the  citizens  of  4ialtimore  and  tlie  state  of  Maryland)  tfiiit  if 
the  privilege  was  granted  by  the  company  to  this  state  to  intersect 
the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  rail  road  at  any  point  within  the  territory  of 
of  Maryland,  it  would  put  it  in  the  power  of  the  city  of  Phila* 
ilelphia,  at  a  trifling  expanse,  to  reap  all  the  benefits  of  their  im- 
provement, made  with  tneir  money,  at  an  enormous  expense,  antf 
thus  to  deprive  Baltimore  of  that  very  trade  which  it  was  the  object 
of  the  rail  road  to  conduct  to  the  city;  and  that  rather  tliaa  submit 
to  such  a  condition,  which  would  be  destructive  of  their  project, 
they  would  avoid  the  territorj"  of  Pennsylvania  and  pursue  a  devf* 
ous  coui*se  through  the  state  of  Virginia.  At  a  subsequent  sessioUt 
the  legislature,  yielding  no  doubt  conviction  to  these  arguments, 
mA  believing  t(iat  it  might  be  unreasonable  to  require  of  the  Bal- 
timore and  Oiiio  rail  road  company  to  give  to  this  state  a  right  of 
intersecting  their  improvement,  which  would,  according  to  their  re-  - 
presentations,  enable  this  state  to  reap  the  fruits  of  tneir  labours 
and  expenditures,  gave  its  assent  to  tne  company  to  pass  their  rail 
road  thri)Up;h  the  territory  of  Pennsylvania,  without  reserving  as  a 
condition  of  this  assent  the  right  of  intersection,  so  obnoxious  to  the 
company.  This  condition  may  be  considered  in  some  degree  analo- 
gous to  the  present  application  to  the  legislature  to  give  its  assent 
to  the  act  incorporating  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  road 
company,  with  some  circumstances  more  favourable  ii^  the  contraft 
lothis  state,  to  whom  the  application  is  made. 
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The  case  majr  bo  stated  thus:  The  state  of  Pennsjlvania  has  pm- 
lected  and  is  now  carrying  into  execution  an  enlarged  and  compre- 
hensive system  of  intern^  improvement,  designed  to  furnish  to  its 
citizens  the  advantage  of  a  cheap  transportation  and  an  eas^  access 
to  market;  and  to  make  its  own^city  that  market;  to  foster  its  coni« 
merce,  which,  ever  grateful,  repays  the  favours  conferred  on  itj. 
and  this  great  work,  involying  an  immense  expenditure,  is  to  be 
constructed  at  tiie  expense  of  the  state;  and  it  is  a'^ked  of  the  le- 
gislature to  give  to  a  rival  city  the  piivilege  of  iritei*sectin^  these 
great  improvements  at  a  point  within  its  own  territory,  fir  the  pj;-« 
pose  of  conducting  tlie  trade  from  Philadelphia  to  Baltimore,  to 
enable  that  city  to  reap  the  benefits  of  the  system  of  interlnal  im* 
provement  executed  at  the  expense  of  this  sta*te,  and  to  deprive  the 
state  of  the  revenue  derived  from  tl.e  trade  of  its  own  commercial 
city,  and  of  the  large  amount  of  tolls  which  it  is  confidently  anti- 
cij^ted  will  be  derived  from  the  great  line  of  communication  from 
Middletown  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia. 

The  city  of  Baltimore  having  refused  then  to  this  state  the  ri^it 
of  intersecting  within  its  territory  a  great  line  ol  communication 
projected  by  tnat  city,  for  the  purpose  of  directing  to  it  the  trade 
of  the  union,  most  certainly  can  have  no  just  cause  of  complaint, 
At  the  refusal  of  this  state  to  give  to  that  cit;^  the  right  of  intersect- 
ing its  great  Improvemeats  within  the  territory  of  Pennsylvania, 
for  the  avowed  purpose  of  drawing  to  Baltimore  the  trade  destined 
to  be  conducted  to  city  of  Philadelphia, 

^rom  every  view  of  the  subject  which  your  committee  have 
been  able  to  take,  haVinjg  a  proper  regard  for  the  interests  of  the 
commonwealth,  and  a  sincere  disposition  to  accommodate  the  in- 
habitants of  York,  th^y  can  arrive  at  no  other  conclusion  than  that 
it  would  be  doing  an  act  of  injustice  to  a  large  portion  of  the  citi- 
zens of  the  state  and  an  injury  to  the  interests  of  the  state,  to  granf 
the  act  prayed  for  by  the  petitioners.  They  therefore  offer  the 
following  resolution  : 

JRtBolvedf  That  to  give  the  assent  of  this  state  to  the  act  of  the 
general  assembly  of  Maryland,  incorporating  the  Baltimore  and 
Susquehanna  rati  road  company,  would  be  doing  injustice  to  a 
large  portion  of  the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth^  and  an  injury 
to  Sie  interests  ot  the  state,  and  it  would  be  therefore  inexpedient 
to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petitioners.

The  Senate  proeeett^  to  the  second  reading,  and  consideration 
olFthe  resolution,  attached  to  the  reporfof  the  committee  on  roads, 
bridge  and  inland  navigation,  relative  to  gnmfing  the  Baltimore 
and  Snsqitehanna  rail  rml  coitopany,  the  privile^  of  extendiBg 
their  rail  road  into  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.

A  motion  was  made  by  Mr.  Logan  and  Mr.  Herbert 

To  posi(K)ne  the  question  on  the  resolution  for  the  purpose  o^ 
ol  iotrodttcing  the  following  as  a  substitute.

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WHEREAS  at  the  last  session  of  the  leeisltture  of  this  com-* 
monwealth,  an  act  of  the  state  of  Maryland^  entitled  <^  An  act  to 
incorporate  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail-road  company.''^ 
^as  transmitted  by  the  Governor  of  Maryland,  and  through  the 
Executive  of  this  state  submitted  to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives. 

At  the  present  session  numerous  petitions  and  memorials  from 
the  citizens  of  York,  Adams.  Cumberland,  Franklin,  Dauphin  and 
Perry,  hare  been  presented,  praying  that  the  said  company  may  be 
incorporated  by  an  act  of  tnis  state,  and  in  like  manner  remon* 
•trances  against  the  incorporation  of  the  md  company  have  been 
|ircsented,  from  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  some  parts  of  the 
country  adjacent  thereto. 

And  whereas,  it  is  the  right  of  the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth 
anfl  of  everjT  portion  thereof,  to  set  forth  their  claims  and  grievan- 
ces, and  it  is  the  duty  of  this  legislature  to  hear  them  patiently, 
and  redress  them  promptljr^-administering  equal  and  exact  justice 
to  all,  and  extending  to  every  part  of  the  countrj  the  sam^  favour, 
protection  and  support 

The  section  of  country  ^presented  bv  the  petitioners  is  of 
gieat  extent,  and  not  surpassed  by  any  other  in  tne  fertility  of  its 
soil,  the  quality,  variety  and  value  of  its  productions,  the  abun- 
dance of  Its  water  power,  the  number  of  its  manufactories,  and  the 
industry,  enterprise,  intelligence  and  patriotism  of  its  citizens. 

'Hie  grounds  upon  which  the  petitioners  rest  their  application  to 
the  lej;islature  are  identified  with  the  first  i>rinciples  ot  the  govsRH 
tticA^y  and  entitled  to  the  serious  consideration  of  die  repesenta- 
ttves  of  the  people,  before  the  subject  shall  be  finally  disposed  oC 

All  that  thej  require  of  the  legislature  is  permission  to  con- 
struct with  their  own  means,  an  intproved  mode  of  transporting  the 
prodfuctioas  of  their  soil  and  industry  to  the  market  to  which  the^v 
have  always  resorted^  and  to  which,  from  their  geographical  post 
ttou,  they  must  forever  contiiiue  to  resort,  and  that  such  a  privilege 
has  never  yet  been  refused  by  the  legislature  of  this  commonwealiS, 
to  any  portion  of  the  people  or  state,  and  that  such  a  refusal  would 
be  a  violation  of  their  just  and  equal  rights  as  citizens  of  the  com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania,  secured  by  the  constitution  of  the 
stale,  lliat  atnong  the  importaat  rights  of  a  free  people,S5  that  of 
having  unrestraiMid  commercial  intercourse  with  each  other,  and 
the  privilege  of  transporting  the  products  of  their  soil  and  labour  to 
such  markets  and  by  such  means  as  may  in  their  opinion  contribute 
most  io  their  welfare. 

That  the  true  policy  of  a  goTernmenf  is  to  multiply  and  facilitate 
the  means  of  transportation,  so  as  to  af&fd  to'  its  peoplii  ready  and 
speedy  access  to  the  n^ost  eligible  market,  and  that  to  give  to  any 
<me  market  a  monopoly  of  the  trade  of  a  country,  is  seldom  goonll 
policy^  and  is  never  wise  when  a  choise  is  within  reach. 
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\hMX  it  i»  a  self-evident  Bbsition,  that  the  presperitj  of  the  whole 
commonwealth  can  alone  be  eft'ectuallj  secured  and  advanced,  by 
establishing  and  promoting  the  prosperity  of  each  and  ever;  of  its 
parts. 

That  it  is  an  important  privilege  secured  bj  the  principles  of  a 
republican  sovemment,  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Susquehanna  and 
her  tribntanest  to  have  the  choice  of  conveying  ihe  produce  of  their 
farms  to  the  Philadelphia  or  Baltimore  roarketj  and  that  stock 
choice  has  the  great  advantage  of  securing  to  the  farmer,  bj  the 
competition  ot  punJiasersy  a  constant  demand  and  a  fair  pi  ice 
for  his  prodnee. 

That  while  the  inhabitants  of  ether  sections  of  our  territory,  a<re 
about  to  be  furnished  with  increased  fiicilities  for  the  transport' 
tion  of  their  products^  the  counties  of  York,  Adams,  Franklin  and 
Cumberland,  are  left  to  convey  tbeir  products  to  market  under 
very  disadvantageous  and  discouraging  circumstances,  and  that 
those  counties  are  amon^  the  most  populous  and  productive  in  ike 
^tate;  and  which,  by  their  location  are  deprived  oi  participating  in 
the  benefits  which  will  result  from  the  great  works  of  improvement 
now  prosecuting  under  the  auspices  and  at  the  charge  of  the  cem- 
monwealth.j 

That  the  obvious  conseauenoe  of  the  artificial  inequality  of  con- 
dition, which  must  result  from  the  introduction  in  other  districts  of 
more  cheap  and  easy  modes  of  conveyance,  will  be  to  repress  the 
exertion  of  agricultural  labour  and  mechanical  skill  in  this  section, 
$»  it  will  tend  to  deprive  those  valuable  branches  of  operative  indus- 
try here,  of  recompense  indispe&sablj  requisite  to  fester  appIicaUon 
and  stimulate  enterprise. 

That  the  passage  of  a  law  authorising  the  construction  of  a  rail- 
road through  Cumberlaiid  valley  to  the  Susauehanna  riveo  and 
thence  to  Siifimore,  through  the  county  of  York,  is  not  an  inter* 
ference  with  the  canals  now  in  progress,  but  an  improvement  of 
those  natural  means  with  which  Providence  has  in  its  bounty  fur- 
nished us— and  cannot  be  considered  as  impeding  the  great  system 
,of  improvement  within  the  limits  of  tins  commonwealth. 

That  an  out-let  through  these  counties  to  tlie  southern  markets  is 
an  object  of  the  highest  importance  to  the  prosperity  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  that  part  of  the  country  which  is  concerned  in  the  iron, 
coal  and  lumber  trade,  as  it  will  aliord  access  to  markets  from 
vriitch  they  would  be  otherwise  partially  debarred,  and  make  dis- 
tant states  directly  tributary  tp  the  wealth  and  welfare  of  our  own^ 

That  we  solemnly  protest  against  the  restrictive  policy,  that 
will  enable  tlie  city  of  Philadelphia  to  covfwumd  the  trade  of  the 
Susquehanna  country  to  seek  an  out-let  in  the  market  of  the  Chesa- 
peake <«by  way  of  rhiladelphia  and  the  cross-cut  canal/'  for  the 
mere  purpose  of  enriching  her  merchants  at  the  expense  of  the  for- 
jmers  of  the  interior. 

That  as  the  people  of  Pennsylranja  pay  a  fair  and  full  equivi|t 
font  tt  ti^e  capitalists  of  Philadelphia  for  the  use  of  their  surplu 
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(itiidft>  there  czisis  no  rtaion  why  the  intereett  of  the  interior  in 
the  benefits  resulting  from  the  public  improvements  of  -tbe-etate 
f  honld  be  secrificed^  or  injurioiiflly  postponed  to  the  ifiterests  of  the 
city. 

That  though  the  capitaiists  of  Philadelphia  have  <<  furnished  the 
principal  part  of  the  funds  for  the  construction  of  cfur  public 
i^orks,''  they  have  done  so^  only  so  far  as  was  consonant  with  their 
private  pecuniary  interest,  and  not  until  the  state  was  pled^d  for 
the  re*payment  of  the  loans;  and  that  these  facts  divest  Philadel- 
phia of  nioch  of  the  merit  that  they  claim  in  the  matter. 

That  the  alarm  which  the  Phijadelphians  evince  in  tiifir  oppo« 
sitton  to  tl'ie  project  for  opening  another  direct  out-let  for  the  trade 
pf  the  interior,  is  the  strongest  presumptive  evidence  that  the  inter- 
estsot  their  city  is  in  this  matter  at  variance  with  the  interests  of  the 
state  at  large. 

Such  are  the  views  of  those  who  advocate  the  making  of  a  rail 
iroad  from  their  section  of  country,  which  shall  find  its  termination 
At  the  market  to  which  they  now  resort,  and  must  forever  be  the 
depot  and  mart  for  their  productions. 

If  upon  this  view  of  the  subject,  upon  this  exhibition  of  facts  and 
prihciples,  if  the  decision  were  called  for,  there  would  not  be, 
there  could  not  be  a  dissenting  voice,  in  according  to  the  people  of 
the  southern  part  of  the  commonwealth  that  which  is  Remanded  at 
Dur  hands,  and  which,  upon  every  principle  of  ji|stice  and  of  com- 
mon right,  they  ard  entitled  to. 

But  a  portion  of  their  fellow  citizens  in  another  and  remote  part 
part  of  the  state  remonstrate  against  the  claim  of  their  hrethren, 
and  present  to  the  representatives  of  the  people  their  reasons  why 
the' work  in  question  should  not  be  allowed  to  proceed. 

(t  is  to  be  remembered,  that  those  who  remonstrate  against  the 
\ail  road  from  the  Susquehanna  to  Baltimore,  do  not  pretend  to 
controvert  that  its  construction  would  be  of  vast  importance  to  the 
petitiotlers  and  their  section  of  country,  in  the  saving  of  many 
hundred  oT  thousands  of  dollars,  annually,  of  cost  in  the  transpoi^ 
tation  oi  their  productions  to  market;  but  they  undertake  to  show 
that  there  does  exist  a  counterbalancing  interest  In  the  state,  which 
hot  only  justifies  but  requires  that  the  claims  of  the  petitioner^ 
should  be  rejected.  '  " 

The  remonstrances  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  their  claims 
are  entitled  to  as  much  respect  and  consideration  as  tbbs^  who  pe^ 
tition,  but  not  more.  liOt  them  be  heard,  and  their  reasons  for  op- 
posing this  work  justlv  considered-  It  i^  feaid,  that  the  Baltimore 
and  Susquehanna  rail  road  is  a  project  originating  in  the  city  of 
Biltimorc,  avowing  their  object  to  be  to  avail  themselves  of  iill  thi 
advantages  which  their  local  situation  will  aftord  them,  to  seize  upon 
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That  although  the  states  which  form  this  confederacy  of  repub^ ' 
lies  *>  are  bound  toother  hj  political  ttes^  and  said  te  bear  to  each 
other  the  refationship  of  sister  states,"  and  that  ^'  in  the  intercourse 
pf  the  states  these  ties  and  this  relationship  necessarily  call  for  the 
exercise  of  mutual  acts  of  comity  and  kindness;  that  in  no  case 
find  under  no  circumstances,  can  thej  claim  a  sacrifice  of  tlie  in* 
terests  of  the  <me  to  the  other." 

That  whilst  those  who  remonstrate,  set  forth  these  principles  of 
international  legislation  with  tlieir  sister  states,  thej  also  contend 
f  *  that  in  dieir  inquiries  into  the  consequence^*'  of  such  legislation 
<<they  will  confine  themselves  to  the  question  of  stale  interest." 

That  it  is  n^anifest  the  city  of  Baltimore,  following  the  example 
of  her  elder  sisters,  New-York  and  Philadelphia,  is  directing  all 
her  energy,  enterprize  and  capital,  to  draw  the  trade  of  the  coun- 
try witlun  her  reach  to  that  point. 

That  it  is  the  interest  of  every  state  to  concentrate  its  trade  upon 
its  own  capital  city^  and  ^  that  the  advantages  of  a  commercial 
pity  to  the  state  in  which  it  is  located,  are  no  where  $o  etrikinglg 
iUxiitrated  OM  in  the  state  of  Pennsyivcmia;'^  all  which  is  shown  be 
reference  to  the  Auditor  General's  report  at  the  present  session,  by 
which  it  appears,  that  **  of  the  present  annual  revenue  of  the  state, 
amounting  to  2  547,570-^neariy  one-third  is  contributed  from  the 
city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  payment  ot  auction  duties 
to  the  amount  of  S  340,78$. 

That  this  statement  exhibits  ^<  the  most  satisfactory  demonstra- 
tion of  the  advantages  of  the  commerce  of  the  city  and  county  of 
Philadelphia  to  the  interests  of  the  state,  and  the  most  conclusive 
proofs  of  the  soundness  of  that  policy  which  cherishes  that  com- 
joierce,  by  opening  and  directing  the  avenues  of  trade  to  the  com- 
imercial  metropolis  of  the  state,"  and  that  ^*  the  commerce  of  tilie 
port  of  Philadelphia  formed  one  of  the  inducements"  to  the  adop- 
tion of  the  great  system  of  canal  policy  now  in  progress  in  this 
state,  and  that  the'successful  prosecution  of  the  works  depended 
upon  the  aid  of  the  monied  capital  of  Philadelphia,  which  has  never 

been  withheld. 

»  • 

That  one  of  the  leading  objects  of  the  state  in  entering  into  her 
system  of  canal  operations  was  to  conduct  the  trade  of  the  state  to 
Jier  great  emporium^  the  city  of  Philadelphuh  ^^  whose  happy  locali- 
ty enabled  them  to  give  it  that  direction  within  its  own  territory,'* 
and  that  it  would  produce  ^*  the  most  disastrous  consequences'  to 
permit  it  to  be  drawn  off*  to  the  capital  city  of  another  state,  who 
openly  avows  her  object  to  participate  in  the  trade  of  the  SusqUe- 
hanna. 

These  are  the  leading  views  and  chief  reasons  of  those  who  re- 
monstrate against  the  construction  of  a  rail  road  from  Baltimore  to 
the  Susquehanna.  And  what  do  they  amount  to?  Is  it  pretended 
to  contradict  a  single  fact  or  principle  upon  which  the  petitionert 
found  their  application  for  a  charter  to  construct  a  rail  roao  from  their 
^ntry  to  the  Maryland  line?  Is  it  denied  that  they  tAve  an  imme^ 
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diate*  direct  and  most  important  interest  in  the  construction  ofthe 
work?  Is  it  denied  that  the  difference  U)  them  in  the  transportion  of 
their  pruductiuns  to  market  will  be  more  than  one^half  the  present 
cest?  And  that  upon  a  comparativelj  small  amount  of  the  known 
productions  of  the  country^the  saving  to  the  farmer^Ymedianics  and 
manufacturers  of  the  southern  section  ofthe  state  toiU  be  mor$^tkmi « 
million  of  dollars  annually?  Is  it  denied  that  the  road  which  thej  ask 
permission  to  make  is  to  conduct  them  to  their  nearest,  best  and 
natural  market?  Is  it  denied  that,  as  citizens  of  Pennsylvaniat 
tnej  are  entitled  to  equal  rights  and  privileges  with  the  citizens  of 
any  otiier  part  of  this  state?  If  all  this  be  admitted  to  be  truet  and 
it  has  not  been — it. cannot  be  denied,  where  shall  the  justification 
be  found  for  so  flagrant  a  violation  of  Ihe  rights  of  the  people  of  so 
large  a  portion  of  lAe  commonwealth?  If  it  is  to  be— 4f  it  can  bt 
found  any  where,  it  must  be  sought  for  in  the  reasons  assigned  by 
those  who  remonstrate;  and  their  views,  as  exhibited  in  the  report 
of  the  committee  of  the  Senate,  which  concludes  with  the  resolu- 
tion, that  to  give  the  assent  of  this  state  to  the  incorporation  of  the 
Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  road,  would  bs  doing  imjustiob 

TO   A   LARGE  PORTIOK   OF  THE   CITZZKNS  OT  THIS  OOMMOTTWCALTUi 
AND  AN  INJURY  TO  THE   INTERESTS   OF  THE   STATE. 

These  two  positions  are  attempted  to  be  sustained  by  the  argu-r 
ments  and  facts  set  forth  in  the  repoit  A  verr  brief  examination, 
will  show  that  neither  of  them  are  tenable,  and  that  the  converse  of 
them  is  the  truth;  that  the  cusstruction  of  this  rail  road  will  ad* 
vance  the  interest  of  the  9tate  at  large,  and  of  a  lai^  portion  of 
the  citizens  thereof. 

An- injury  to  the  'state  at  large  can  onl^  result  by  showing  that 
the  rail  road  will  have  the  effect  of  diminishing  its  trade,  cut* 
ting  off  some  of  its  wealth,  or  lessening  the  value  of  its  productions| 
and  how  can  either  of  these  effects  be  produced  b^  opening,  irn* 
proving  and  cheapening|  the  avenues  to  a  market  which  has  so  long 
received  the  produce  ol  the  Susquehanna  river* 

How  can  an  injury'to  the  state  at  large  result  from  having  two 
markets  instead  of  one,  from  having  an  avenue,  cheap,  safe  and 
expeditious  opened  to  the  whole  southern  part  of  the  United 
States? 

It  18  asserted  that'an  injury  to  the  state  at  large,  would  be  oc- 
casioned bjr  a  diminution  of  the  tolls  upon  the  grand  Pennsylvania 
canal.  It  is  equally  unfounded  in  reason  and  in  fact  Whatever 
portion  of  the  produce  of  the  Susquehanna  shall  find  its  way  to  a 
market  upon  the  Susquehanna  rail-road,  must,  when  the  canals  are 
in  operation,  have  passed  the  canal  to  within  *a  very  short  distance 
of  its  eastern  termination,  and  consequently  paid  toll;  and  if  it  be 
the  interest  of  the  farmer  he  will  continue  on  the  rail-road  to  Phila- 
delphia; if  it  is  not  his  interest,  and  he  embarks  on  the  other  rail- 
road, the  state  will  not  get  the  toll,  because  it  would  be  a  loss  and 
injury  to  the  citizens  to  use  tliat  market  But  will  not  the  cir- 
cumstance  of  a  variety  of  outlets  existing  at  the  end  of  the  canal, 
^  leading  to  a  choice  of  markets,  necessarily  attract  a  larg^  trade 
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td  that  point  which  never  would  hate  entered  the  Penns^vania  ca* 
nal  but  for  this  reason?  The  trade  of  Ohio»  of  Lake  Erie,  of  a  part 
of  the  Mc^w  York  canal,  will  s^ek  this  route  if  it  presents  this  ad- 
Vantage,  whilst  there  would  be  no  earthlj  inducement  for  it  to  do 
sot  if  the  avenues  of  a  choice  of  markets  were  closed  at  the  eastern 
termination  of  the  Pennsylvania  canal.  It  Would  prefer  the  New 
York  canal  and  the  New  York  market  to  being  crowded  into  Phil* 
adelphia.    ,  r 

The  toll  which  will  in  time  be  received  upon  produce  from  the 
north  and  west  must  equal  the  whole  amount  received  from  the 
trade  and  production  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  So  also  will 
the  value  of  the  state  canal  be  increased  to  a  vast  extent  bj  open- 
ing a  channel  which  will  carry  the  coal  and  other  minerals  or  the 
Susquehanna  country  to  the  southern  market^ 

If  the  rail-road  were  completed  from  Baltimore  to  the  Susque^ 
hanna,  the  consumption  of  coal  in  a  few  yean  would  be  enormous, 
as  the  proprietor^  of  the  coal  mines  would  be  enabled  to  suppl;^  it 
a^one  naif  the  present  cost.  It  is  not  sayiilg  too  much,  that  in  a 
few  years  many  hundred  thousand  tons  would  find  a  market  that 
now  lay  buried  in  the  mountains,  and  will  continue  there  for  aeea, 
unless  this  or  some  other  improved  mode  of  transportation  snail 
open  the  means  of  its  consumption. 

The  cities  to  the  eastward  will  forever  receive  tiieir  supplies 
from  the  coal  mines  in  their  vicinity,  and  thus  thai  market  is  shut 
out  to  the  coal  mines  of  the  Susquehanna. 

In  this  point  of  view  then  it  is  most  manifest,  the  state  at  large  can 
raceivtt  nothing  but  benefit  by  a  vast  increase  of  her  canal  revenue, 
and  also  by  opening  a  new  90U roe  of  trade  and  wealth  to  a  large 
foody  of  her  citizens. 

It  may  be  remarked,  that  a  refusal  to  make  a  rail  road  from  Bal- 
timore to  the  Susauehanna,  must  necessarily  force  the  whole  trade 
to  Philadelphia,  wnich  is  brought  to  Middletnwn  or  Columbia  in 
the  canal,  as  no  canal  boat  can  possibly  descend  the  rapids  of  the 
Susquehanna  from  that  point. 

If  then  the  state  at  large  cannot  receive  any^  injury  by  this  rail- 
road, either  in  reference  1x>  her  general  interest,  or  her  canals,  but 
on  the  contrary  an  essential  and  important  benefit  to  both,  it  is 
certainly  difficult  to  imagine  how  *^  a  large  portion  of  the  citizens 
of  this  commonwealth  can  be  injuriously  affected  by  its  operations.'* 
Who  are  the  lar^e  portion  of  citizens  that  are  said  to  suffer  this 
injury,  and  how  is  it  to  be  brought  about?  Does  it  mean  the  peti- 
tioners? Before  a  man  can  be  justly  said  to  suffer  an^  inJuAf  it 
must  be  shown  that  he  is  possessed  of  a  nght  Now  if  it  be  con- 
tended that  the  city  of  Philadelphia  has  an  absolute,  positive  and 
etelusive  right  to  the  whole  trade  of  the  Susquehanna,  whether  it 
be  the  interest  ofthe  citizens  of  the  state  to  carry  it  there  or  not* 
then  indeed  it  must  be  confessed  she  will  sustain  an  njiury  by  the 
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abstraction  of  so  much  of  tiiat  trade  as  the  interest  oi  At  people 
may  put  upon  the  Maltimore  railroad. 

if  this  be  an  injury  against  which  thej  are  entitled  to  the  pro* 
teetion  of  the  states,  tbejr  will  receive  it  at  the  hands  of  the  legis- 
lature. 

But  if  the  people  of  the  east  have  rights,  so  have  those  of  everj 
^other  part  of  the  state,  and  they  are  equally  entitled  to  the  protec- 
tion et  the  legislature.  It  is  upon  this  ground  tliat  the  petitioneri 
present  themselves  before  the  legislature. 

Hiey  admit  that  Philadelphiii,  like  every  other  part  of  the  state* 
has  her  own  peculiar  and  local  interests;  that  as  the  emporium  of 
ihe  state  she  is  entitled  to  its  favour  and  protection  by  extending^ 
opening  and  improving  every  avenue  which  is  calculated  to  lead  the 
trade  of  thestatc  to  her  great  capital.  But4here  is  a  point  beyond 
which  the  claims  of  Philadelphia  cannot  be  extended;  they  cannot 
be  indulged  at  the  expense  of  the  sacrifice  of  the  interest  of  any 
other  part  of  the  stbte. 

It  is  assumed,  and  let  it  for  a  moment  be  granted,  that  tlie  ob* 
jectef  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  in  engaging  in  her  great  systenl 
of  canal  navigation,  was  to  conduct  the  trade  of  the  Susquehanna 
country  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  does  it  follow  therefore,  that 
the  interest  and  trade  of  that  portion  of  Pennsylvania,  which  was 
not  and  could  not  be  aftected  by  the  canal  system,  ahould  be  deni- 
ed every  privilege  of  improving  her  own  resourceS|  and  cultivating 
a  profitable  intercourse  with  her  natural  market,  by  her  own  meansf 
or  any  other  means  she  could  bring  to  her  aid?  Is  trade  of  any  por- 
tion of  the  state  to  be  destroyed  becausi  it  cannot  fall  into  the  ar- 
tificial channel  which  the  canal  providers? 

Philadelphia  has  one  interest^  but  the  people  of  York,  Adams, 
Cumberland,  Franklin  and  Perry«  and  the  southern  portion  of  thd 
state,  have  another  and  a  different,  distinct  interest,  wholly  un<* 
connected  with,  and  independent  ei^er  of  Philadel|>hia  or  of  thd 
canal.  This  section  of  country  from  her  relative  position  has  nevet' 
traded  with  Philadelphia,  and  cannot,  with  the  exeention  of  a  very 
small  part  of  Perry,  derive  any  benefit  from  the  canal  system  nov^ 
in  progress  in  this  state.  In  tnis  view  of  the  subject,  and  bearing 
in  mind  that  the  petitioners  must  pay  a  large  proportion  of  tKe  ca- 
nal debt,  it  would  be  an  injustice,  a  flagrant  invasion,  not  only  of 
constitutional  but  of  natural  right,  to  deny  to  them  the  privilege  of 
making  with  their  own  means,  over  their  own  territoty,  an  im- 
proved mode  of  carrying  the  productions  of  their  labor  and  indus'. 
U*y  to  their  natural  and  only  market,  and  bring  back  the  means  of 
support  for  their  families.  They  say,  and  say  truly,  so  far  as  in- 
formation exists  upon  the  subject,  that  the  immense  productions 
of  these  counties  will  be  carried  to  market  at  sin  expense  not 
equal  to  one  half  of  what  it  costs  upon  the  present  mode  of  trans- 
portation upon  the  turnpike  roads,  and  that  the  immense  differ- 
ence between  the  cost  of  the  two  modes  of  transportatiodi  is  sol 
much  in  the  pockets  of  the  people  whose  labour  produces  the  com- 
modity carried  to  market,     (f  the  extent  of  this  saving  (which  ot 
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course  is  so  much  profit)  be  considered,  it  will  be  found  to  exceed, 
what  upon  a  cursory  view  would  seem  to  be  incredible.  "Without 
entering  into  a  detailed  calculation  of  the  quantity  of  productions 
of  every  kind  raised  in  the  counties  of  the  petitioners,  (beycmd  the 
amountnccessary  for  domestic  consumption)  which  must  be  con- 
veyed to  theit^  natural  and  therefore  necessary  market,  it  will  be 
easy  to  ascertain  how  deep  and  important  an  interest  they  have  in 
the  construction  of  the  rail -road  to  Baltimore,  when  the  simple 
fact  is  stated  that  it  will  be  a  saving  ot  more  than  one  half  of  the 
present  cost  of  transportation* 

It  has  been  urged  that  Philadelphia  yields  an  important  income 
to  the  state  by  auctions,  &c.  amounting  at  least  to  2300,000.  It 
will  not  be  denied  that  those  auction  duties  are  actually  paid  by  the 
farmers  and  mechanics  who  consume,  and  not  by  the  merchants  of 
Philadelphia.  But  whatever  may  be  the  amount  of  this  public  fund, 
can  it  be  denied  that  the  extra  amount  which  the  south  counties 
now  pay  annually  for  transportation,  is  also  a  public  Jvndj  and  far 
exceeding  the  amount  of  auction  duties.  In  reference  to  this  sub- 
ject, where  is  the  equal  hand  of  justice  which  would  compel  those 
counties  to  such  a  loss,  while  they  also  pay  their  quota  of  the  canal 
debt 

Without  multiplying  examples  by  way  of  illustrating  the  im- 
mense interest  of  the  petitioners  in  this  matter,  take  the  familiar 
instance  of  a  thousand  barrels  of  whiskey,  transported  from  York, 
.Gettysburg  or  Carlisle,  to  the  Baltimore  market,  the  leweit price 
at  which  it  can  be  carried  per  ton, /rom  the  nearest  point  is  seven 
dollars.    It  will  stand  thus, 

1000  bbls.  whiskey  at  7  bbls.  to  the  ton^  will'  weigh  142 
tons,  which  at  gV  per  t6n  is  8994  00 

York,  by  the  turnpike,  is  forty -eight  miles,  suppose  it  to 
be  seventy  by  the  rail  road,  142  tons  at  3  cents  per 
ton  a  mile,  for  70  miles  will  be  298  20 


Biaking  a  saving  upon  the  rail  road  of  8695  80 

If  this  same  estimate  be  carried  to  the  transportation  of  200,000 
tons  at  the  same  rate,  it  loiU  show  a  saving  of  a  million  of  dollars 
per  annum  to  the  people  of  this  state  who  desire  the  privilege  of  ma-- 
king  this  road. 

If  this  matter  is  to  be  decided  upon  principles  of  right  and  justice, 
and  equal  regard  to  the  interest  of  a// the  citizensot  this  common- 
wealth there  would  be  no  doubt  as  to  the  result  Will  the  state  deny 
to  Aese  neople  what  has  never  yet  been  refused  to  any  portion  of  the 
state?  There  is  at  this  moment  a  petition  before  the  legislature 
I  from  the  citizens  of  Lancaster  countj,  to  make  a  rail  road  within 

|p  that  county,  and  its  object  is  to  carry  the  trade  of  thai  splendid 

t ,  cawUry  to  the  city  of  Baltimore*    Do  you  hear  the  voice  ofopposi- 

I  tioii  raised  to  this  application?    Does  your  table  croan  with  re- 

I  monstrances  against  this  natural  and  just  claim  of  the  people  of 
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Lancaster?  Is  it  a  favour  or  a  right  which  they  aak?  LegislaUon 
like  this  would  be  strange  and  unprecedented.  Perhaps  some  ex- 
planation of  this  Subject  may  be  found  by  a  brief  retrospect  of  the 
origiRt  progress  and  extension  of  the  canal  system  of  this  state. 

It  has  been  affirmed  that  its  object  was  to  conduct  the  trade  of  the 
Susquehanna  to  the  city  of  Ph  i  iadelphia.  This  is  not  the  ease.  Those 
who  are  familiar  witii  tne  origin  of  tne  canal  policy  of  Pennsylvania, 
know  tliat  its  first  and  great  object  was  the  connexion  of  the  waters 
of. the  Allegheny  vith  those  of  the  Susquehanna^  and  to  bring  the 
produce  of  the  country  embraced  within  that  Une  of  communication 
to  a  market;  hence  the  original  ea$Um  termination  uf  the  canal 
was  fixed  at  Middletewn,  from  whence  the  best  market  was  to  be 
sought  that  could  be  found.  In  forming  this  communication  be- 
tween the  eastern  and  western  waters^  but  one  line  of  canal  entered 
into  the  views  of  the  Legislature;  and  the  selection  of  that  line 
formed  a  prominent  and  important  object  with  the  advocates  of  the 
system.  The  surveys  andiexamination  of  the  countryy  with  a  view 
to  this  object,  opened  a  subject  about  which  few  were  informedi 
though  all  were  interested.  The  Juniata  and  the  West  Branch  of 
the  Sosquehauina  both  presented  facilities,  and  each  had  strong  and 
powerfiit  advocates.  The  relative  importance  of  this  line  for  a  ca- 
nal became  a  matter  of  examination  and  discussion)  and  could  only 
be  decided  by  tlie  intervention  of  other  interests,  which  it  was 
found  necessary  to  concilitate  in  order  to  insure  the  original  and 
Intimate  object.  With  this  arrangement  and  compromise,  with  c 
Tiew  to  /oca/ and  interested  obiecte^  wholly  foreign  from  the  original 
design,  grew  the  extension  of  the  canals  now  io  operation  in  this 
state.  The  J\rorth  and  West  Branchee  claimed  to  h(xve  the  canal 
carried  through  their  valley 9^  and  the  eastern  part  of  the  state  seiz-- 
ed  upon  thefavorable  moment  to  extend  the  canal  from  MiddUtown 
to  ColunMoj  and  thence  by  a  rail  road  to  Fhiladuphia* 

Thus  it  would  appear  that  the  original  object  of  the  people  of  this 
state,  in  entering  into  a  system  of  internal  improvement,  has  been 
extended  and  enlarged  to  gratify  the  lootl  interests,  and  advance 
the  local  views,  of  three  difierent  sections  of  country,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  treasury  and  the  people.  Whilst  then  the  easi^  the 
west<f  and  the  north  have  all  they  want  from  the  treasury,  will  they 
refuse  the  honest  and  just  recj^uest  of  the  south  to  make  a  road  at 
their  own  expense?  If  the  original  canal  system  had  been  strictly 
adhered  to,  and  the  state  was  now  directing  all  its  energies  to  attain 
that  object,  viz:  the  junction  of  the  waters  of  the  Allegheny  with 
those  01  the  Susquehanna,  by  a  single  Une  of  canal^  it  might  with 
some  propriety  be  said,  that  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  great 
ebject,  all  others  should  be  postponed;  but  when  it  has  spread  and 
ramified  over  three-fourths  of  the  state,  to  deny  even  the  prwUkgCf 
(without  a  dollar  of  money,)  of  extending  the  same  system,  would 
be  more  than  injustice* 

The  people  of  the  south  are  told  to  wait.  So  were  they  told  last 
year,  and  expectations  created  that  they  would  be  ^tified  thiS; 
year,     Bnt  ii  the  time  has  net  arrived  now,  it  never  will.    No  rea- 
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son  exisU  now  which  will  not  continue  to  exist  forever;  for  there 
seems  to  be  an  indefinable  fear  that  if  this  subject  Is  not  delayed 
it  will  interrupt  the  construction  of  the  canal,  if  such  a  pretence 
has  anj  meamns,  it  is  that  this  rail  road  should  not  be  commenced 
at  all,  and  this  from  the  dread  that  the  people  of  Pennsylvania  mt^j 
find  it  to  be  their  interest  to  pursue  their  wonted  tracK  to  a  sbuth- 
em  market.  Is  then  the  interest  of  the  southern  counties  to  be  laid 
by  for  years  for  the  pnrpose  of  testing;  a  canal  expertmctnt?  Are 
the  wants  of  those  people  to  be  held  in  suspense  until  that  experi- 
ment be  made,  in  which  they  have  no  other  concern  than  to  pay 
one'SeTonth  of  its  cash?  And  can  any  man  doubt  as  to  what  must 
be  the  result  of  the  experiment  when  made?  The  millions  of  pro- 
ducts which  the  creative  power  of  the  canals  will  bring  to  the  east- 
ern termination,  will  require  all  the  avenues  that  can  be  opened 
to  lead  it  to  all  the  markets  wliere  it  is  to  be  consumed^  or  exported. 
This  is  what  every  man  believes — it  is  what  every  one  must  know 
who  knows  any  thing  about  the  subject. 

To  pretend  to  wait  fur  the  completion  of  the  canals  is  but  a 
pretext,  and  a  slight  one.  But  years  must  roll  away  before  these 
canals  are  finished,  and  the  experiment  proved  by  demonstration. 
Are  the  interests  of  the  southern  people  of  this  state  to  be  literally 
trifled  with,  and  their  just  claims  be  sef  aside  for  reasons  like  tliese? 
And  let  it  be  remembered,  that  every  year  this  work  is  postponed 
it  is  at  an  expense  of  a  million  of  dollars  per  annum  to  the  people 
of  York,  Adams,  Cumberland  and  Franklin.  A  loss  to  them  irre- 
trievable, and  by  which  neither  the  state  or  Philadelphia  gains  one 
cent. 

Upon  ever^  view  of  the  subject,  which  a  candid  and  dispassion- 
ate examination  presents,  it  is  manifest  that  the  construction  of  a 
rail  road  from  the  Maryland  line  to  the  Susquehanna  river,  and 
from  thence  to  some  practicable  point  in  Cumberland  valley,  would 
greatly  advance  the  interest,  improve  the  trade,  increase  the 
value  of  the  soil  and  productions  of  the  people  of  the  southern  part 
of  ^is  state;  whilst,  at  the  same  ti^iie,  it  would  not  conliict  with 
any  interest  of  the  state  at  large,  or  any  portion  of  the  people 
thereof.     Therefore 

Resohtdj  That  the  committee  be  instructed  to  bring  in  a  bill  to 
incorporate  the  Baltimore  and  Susquehanna  rail  road  company,  to 
construct  a  rail  way  from  the  Maryland  line  to  die  Susquehanna 
river,  and  from  thence  to  some  eligible  and  practicable  point  in 
the  Cumberland  yalley,  or  a  bill  to  incorporate  a  Pennsylvania 
company  for  that  purpose.  ^ 

Laid  on  the  table.

Mr.  Scott  from  the  committee  on  claims,  to  whom  was  ref^red 
the  petition  and  documents  of  Ezekiel  Lewis,  reported, 

l*hat  on  examination  of  the  documents  referred  to  them,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  petitioner  enlisted  in  captain  William  Campbell's 
company  of  light  horse,  in  the  year  1781,  and  in  August  of  tKe 
same  year  descended  the  river  Ohio,  and  joined  General  Clark, 
on  Biff  Miami,  where  they  were  met  by  a  party  of  Indians  and  de- 
feated, and  your  petitioner  taken  prisoner.  That  the  horse,  saddle 
and  bridle,  his  own  private  property,  was  taken  from  him  by  the 
Indians,  and  for  which  he  has  never  been  remunerated.  He   now 
prays  the  le^slature  to  compensate  him  for  the  same;  and  also  to 
extend  to  him  the  bounty  or  the  state  usually  granted  to  old  sol- 
diers. Your  committee  are  not  aware  of  the  s^te  having  in  any 
instance  granted  for  alleged  losses  of  a  similar  nature,  said  to  have 
been  sustained  during  the  revolutionary  war.    Nor  do  they  at  4is 
time  conceive  it  right  to  do  so,  unless  prepared  after  a  lapie  of 
nearly  fifty  years  to  settle  and  adjust  the  claims  of  all  who  allege 
they  nave  sustained  losses  during  that  period,  which  in  all  proba- 
bility would  involve  the  state  to  a  very  considerable  amount,  and 
subject  themselves  in  many  cases  to  very  great  imposition;  and 
agreeably  to  th«^  petitioners  own  shewing,  it  cannot  be  said  he  is 
poor,  being  at  this  time  the  rightful  owner  of  200  acres  of  land, 
which  circumstance  alone  prevents  him  from  coming  within  the 
rule  heretofore  laid  down  for  the  government  of  the  legislature,  in 
extending  tlie  bounty  of  the  state  to  old  soldiers.  Your  committee 
are  therefore  of  opinion  the  prayer  of  the  petitioner  ought  not  ifk 
be  granted, and  offer  the  following  resolution:

That  thej  are  sensible  of  "the  importance  of  the  proposition,  and 
highly  appreciate  the  motiTes  of  the  memorialists.  Tne  committee 
would  premise,  that  the  enforcement  .of  laws  against  Tice  and  im- 
morality depends  p rincipalljr  on  the  virtue,  mmlity>  good  sense^ 
nnd  patriotism  of  the  great  bod^r  of  the  people.  Such  qualities  wilt 
ndt  only  be  productive  of  efficient,  ^alous,  and  conscientiona 
ministers  of  the  law,  but  will  affi>rd  ample  support  in  their  due  exe« 
cution;  and  in  ptportion  a5i  these  requiskea  may  be  wantii^,  so, 
in  proportion,  will  the  laws  for  the  suppression  of  vice  and  immo* 
cality  le  comparattvely  a  deiid  letter. 

The  memorialists  are  understood  to  recommend  a  reduction  <if 
.the  number  of  licensed  honses  for  retailing spirituoua  liquors.  That 
the  number  of  these  houses  is  mnch  greater  than  is  necessary,  there 
«an  be  no  doubt;  but  it  is  believed  t^at  no  equable  <MJ>roper  reduc* 
tion  could  be  made  by  direct  legislative  enactment,  ifiis  is  already 
committed  to  the  diserotion  of  the  courts  of  quarter  sessions  in  the 
several  coondes;  they  have  ft^l  power  to  ceduce  the  number,  and 
lon  them  rests  a  high  responsibility  in  the  exercise  of  this  discretion. 
It  cet*tainly  is  the  duty  of  the  court,  not  only  to  inouire  into  the 
.character  of  an  applicant,  but  whether  the  public  welfare,  and  the 
lei^timkte  and  proper  objects  of  public  houses,  will  be  promoted  by 
i;rantiiu^  additional  licenses,  and  whether  a  renewal  of  those  alresdy 
granted  would  be  justified  by  the  eicisting  circumstances  of  a  town 
ior  neigbbourfaood*  Yet,  although  the  ultimate  responsibility  ire* 
mains  with  the  court,  those  citizens  in  the  vicinity,  who  recom.* 
inend,  where  increase  or  continuance  is  unnecessary  and  demoraU- 
jLing,  ought  to  bear  a  full  share  of  t^ensure.  Indeed,  it  is  fair  to  pre* 
suttkt,  that  the  courts  are  often  misled  by  sudi  roeommendatimiii» 
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It  hds  been  ftUeged  in  favour  of  an  increase  of  tavera  licensefi^ 
thart  it  adila  to  the  revenue  of  the  state,  and  therefore  oaght  not  t» 
be  refused.  The  same  ar^ment  would  apply  to  the  Kcensing  of 
gambliog  houses,  horRe-raciflg,  &a  whicli,  thanks  to  the  moral  sense 
of  the  people  ot  this  atate,  do  nott  as  lA  some  other  governments^ 
receive  the  sanction  of  law  for  the  sake  of  gain  to  the  treasury. 

The  meraorialists  suggest,  that  ^'a thorough  invcstlfration  m  the 
causes  of  intemperance,  would  of  itscit  contribute  not  a  little  to- 
'  wards  the  arresting  of  this  grooving  evil."  A  thorough  investi^^atiou 
would  be  a  task  far  above  the  knowledge  of  the  committee,  and 
which,  were  they  competent  to  the  undertaking,  would  swell  thia 
report  beyond  reasonable  limits.  They  will,  however,  notice  some 
causes,  in  addition  to  the  remarks  on  tavern  licenses,  which,  being 
connected  with  our  political  institutions,  some  within  the  purview 
4»f  legislation. 

So  careful  were  the  legislature  to  preserve  the  right  of  suffrage 
from  any  kind  of  improper  influence,  that  thev  have  annexed  tbe 
penalty  of  tine  and  impnsonment,  for  giving  drink  to  voters  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  votes.  This  law,  though  seldom  or  never  di- 
rectly violated,  the  committee  regret  to  say,  is  evaded  to  an  alarm- 
ing extent.  Customi  which  exercises  ualimltcd  tyranny  over  the 
.  minds  and  actions  of  men,  seems  to  have  decreed  that  unless  a 
candidate  treats  liberally,  he  is  penurious,  and  unworthy  of  publie 
favour.  The  scene  of  administering  Strang  drink  commences  with 
the  canvass,  and  is  carried  on  up  to  the  time  and  place  of  election; 
and  even  there,  force  is  opposed  to  force,  through  the  agency  of  ar- 
dent spirits;  there  the  solemn  decisions^  on  which  depend  the  wel- 
fare and  prosperity  ot  tlie  state  or  district^  are  made,  amidst  this 
baneful  influence. 

The  committee  reluctantly  use  tliiF  plain  language;  but  as  the 
subject  referred  taihem  naturally  leads  to  the  above  remarks,  they 
aannot  think  they  have  transcended  their  duty;  they,  however, 
have  the  consolation  of  believing,  that  a  large  majority  of  nur 
citizens  disapprove  of  the  practice  befere  noticed,  and  would  call 
on  the  memorialists,  and  all  good  men  in  the  state,  to  stamp  sacfa  • 
^  an  abuse  with  their  marked  disapprobation-*— they  haye  it  in  their 
power — it  can  be  done  in  a  way  which  will  not  be  misunderatoodi 
and  which  will  be  attended  by  a  salutary  effect 

Military  parades  conduce  not  a  littLb  to  the  intemperate  use  of 
ardent  sptritf^:  and  noiwithstanding  the' law  has  an  eye  to  thiseviU 
IB  prohibiting  the  erection  of  booths  or  stands  for  the  sale  ofli* 
quors  within  a  convenient  distance  from  the  field,  yet  tliey  are 
commonly  provided  or  obtained  in  profusion  during  the  course  oi 
the  day,  and  thus  the  object  of  the  prohibition  almost  entirely  de- 
feated. This  abuse  is  attributable  to  nearly  the  same  causes  as  in 
the  caae  of  elections,  and  to  it  may  be  applied  the  same  correc- 
tive. 

The  committee  pass  ov^r  national  celebrations,  political  enter- 
tainments, &c.  these,  f^oin  the  accompaniment  of  drinking  toaats 
and  sentiments,  are  p^^verted  from  their  original  intentioni  and 
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often  result  tn  icenes  of  dlssipationf.  The  checks  to  intciinpenuic^ 
in  these;  toeether  with  meetings  for  varlods  pUifioseSi  iniiSt  be  left 
tO' the  laudable  efforts  ot  societies  and  individua!s»  with  the  con« 
fident  expectation,  that  all  good  citizens  wiil  give  their  aid  in  snp- 

{ressing  this  growing  evil,  which  threatens  to  become  a  heaTjcnrso 
n  our  countrj. 

From  these  few  remarks  on  the  subject  of  the  memorial,  and 
fron^a  careful  examination  of  the  laws  against  vice  and  immorali- 
ty, it  ma^  be  seen,  that  it  ii  useless  to  multiply  laws  on  the  sub' 
ject,  whde  ti^ose  already  in  existence  ai-e  but  partially  executed^ 
or  totally  n^lected.  It  would  be  a  vain  and  deceptive  profiissiou 
of  our  faith,  unattended  br  a  correspondent  practice.  It  would, 
indeed,  Itke  the  ancient  Pnartsees,  be  making  broad  our  phylacte- 
ries While  We  neglect  the  wholesome  precepts  of  the  law— whil^ 
we  disregard  the  piiternal  and  affectionate  adnionitibns  df  our 
Washingtoii  and  other  sages  of  the  revolution,  and  above  alii 
while  we  pass  over  unheededi  the  injunctiotis  of  the  religion 
ivhich  we;  all  profess*

last  year's  report,  were  recall^,  being  found  not  to  answer)  will 
be  exchanged,  on  being  returned  to  that  arsenal— >a  aufficient  num- 
ber el  a  new  and  different  patera  being  now  manufactured  there. 
Fit»m  this  letter  lam  induced  tobelieve  that  any  additional  number 
6f  pieces  of  artillery,  which  may  be  wanted  in  the  western  part  of 
tiie  state,  may  be  obtained^  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  spring.  But 
in  reply  to  my  request,  ttf  have  ten  pieces  of  artillery  delivered  at 
PkUadelphia,  Col.  Romford  states,  that  he  regrets  to  say  it  cannot 
at  present  Oe  doqej  that  tlie  requisitions  for  artillery  have  been  so 
aottanally  large  for  some  time  past  that  the  department  has  not 
beea  able  to  meet  all  of  them;  but  he  presumes  what  1  want  **may 
b^  completed  and  delivered  early  in  the  ensuing  summer.'' 

I  intend,  during  thi^  next  week,  to  visit  the  war  department,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  arrangements  relative  to  the  delivery  of  this 
property,  and  obtaining  the  requisite  information,  so  that  ytfur  ex- 
te\ie«icy  may  designate  the  kind  of  arms  and  number  of  each  de- 
ecription,  whicb  may  be  deemetl  necessary  and  proper  for  the  mili. 
tary  service  of  the  commonwealth,  to  be  received  n-om  the  United 
States'  government  At  which  time  I  hope  to  have  a  definite  and 
final  understanding  with  respect  to  the  old  rifles  in  the  Pbiladel- 

Sfaia  arsenal,  whicb,  in  the  settlement  lately  made  with  the  United 
itates,  are  to  be  returned  to  tbem^  but  the  condition  in  which  thoy 
sirer,  and  an  anxiety  on  my  part  to  save  the  expense  of  cleaning  and 
repairing  them,  have  as  yet  prevented  the  exchange  of  tiiem  and  the 
other  public  property,  as  specified  in  that  settlement  I  am  also 
noxiouB  to  obtain  an  order  for  better  rifles  than  those  whioh  have 
heretofcR*e  been  offered  to  us,  and  hope  that  I  may  be  able  to  obtaiii 
it*  After  my  return  a  more  particular  report  on  this  subject  will 
be  made  tb  you. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  repeating  what  I  ha^e  remark- 
en  on  at  length,  in  former  reports,  viz:  that  encouragement  ought 
to  be  given  to  volunteers;  and  especiall  v,  such  is  the  expense  to 
which  the  members  of  companies  of  artillery  and  cavalry  are  sub- 

iect,  that  some  provision  ought  to  be  made  for  their  assistance. 
^re([^ueot  applications  have  also  been  made  to  me,  to  supply  com- 
panies of  cavalry  witb  swords  and  pistols,  with  which  it  is  not  in 
my^  power  to  compiv,  as  the  law  makes  no  provision  for  so  doing. 
It  ia  well  worthy  of^^consideration  whethev^bese  articles  should  not 
be  supplied  to  volunteer  cavalry,  restricting  the  iasue  to  not  more 
than  two  companies  in  each  brigade.    As  companies  of  artillery, 
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iDfantfj  and  riflemen,  ar«  now  provided  far»  no  goed  reMoiLfteeiii^. 
to  exist  for  excluding  cavairy  from  a  aimilar  benefit.  No  expense' 
^oqld  be  incurred  to  the  state,  as  swords  and  pistols,  at  a  fair  vala- 
atiofi  or  price,  can  be  received  in  lieu  of  musKets,  as  part  of  the 
quota  to  which  the  state  is  entitled  from  the  United  States.  The 
number  of  mUakets  to  which  the  state  is  now  entitled,  must  exceed 
16,000.  The  precise  number  cannot  be  given,  as  the  apportion- 
ment for  the  last  two  yeat^  has  hot  been  made,  or  if  madoi  I  have 
not  been  notified  of  it.  This  would  enable  us  to  receive  all  the 
pieces  of  artillerijrt  rifles,  swords  and  pistols  which  would  be  requi- 
red, besides  leaviag  a  large  number  oi  niusketa  for  future  use. 

In  order  to  ensure  the  delivery  of  arms,  &c.  of  the  best  manufac* 
tare,  from  the  United  States  arsenals,  near  Pittsbure  and  Philadel- 
phia, when  the  whole  quota  is  to  be  received,  it  will  be  necesaaiy 
that  the  keepers  of  the  state  arsenals  or  the  Adjutant  General, 
should  visit  these  arsenals.  The  reasonable  expense  of  whicH,  to 
be  settled  by  the  accountant  oflicers,  should  be  provided  (brby  iawl'

She  nas  com- 
menced with  a  laudable  spirit  of  enterprise,  and  a  wise  conception 
of  her  policy  and  interest;  but  while  she  is  liberal  in  appropriating 
to  its  execution  her  resources,  she  looks  to  us,  her  servants,  for  a 
judicious  and  economical  application  of  them.    And  she  is  right  in 
thus  holding  us  responsible.    Acting  upon  this  recognised  ri^vt  on 
the  one  band,  and  responsibility  on  the  other,  should  we  not  in 
authorising  loans  upon  her  credit  and  for  her  use,  have  a  watcbfut 
care  that  we  do  not  exceed  the  amount,  which,  calcalatio^  from 
the  largest  expenditure  of  former  years,  will  be  amply  sufficient  to 
meet  the  demand  of  the  present,  and  by  that  means  avoid  the  pay- 
ment of  unnecessary  interest  upon  an  unnecessarily  large  princi- 
pal.    The  last  season  was  particularly  favourable  for  constructing 
Iwblic  works,  and  the  sum  required  did  not  far  exceed  two  mil- 
ions;  it  is  therefore  not  probable  that  a  sum  much  exceeding  the  .
